(Special.)—The Clemson football field 
presents an even livelier scene now 
than it did during the regular season.

Tyrus Raymond Cobb is the new 
king of baseball. His career in pro- 
fessional company is nothing like as 
long as Honus Wagner's, and it Is 
naught but the truth that the one 
time they bucked, each other, tn the 
1909 world’s series, the bandy-legged 
Dutchman carried off the honors. 
However, Cobb came back with a 
cyclonic campaign in 1910, while Wag- 
ner’s work was not up to snuff, and 
the appended statement of facts will 
shew that Ty has forged to the fore.

year. That was his banner one, ditto 
the heftiest one of them all of modern 
times. 


Lajote Is Badly Distanced. 


Sinee 1906, the year Cobb started, 
Wagner has batted as low as .520 but 
once. That was his percentage for 
1916. In .,the four previous campaigus 
Honus bombarded .338, .354, .350 and 
.639. Napoleon Lajolfe, the third bats- 
man who has license to be listeq with 
the Georgian and the German, is badly 
distanced by the pair, so far as the 
dope story tolq by cold type goes, 
and that although the Frenchman un- 
corked a .384 notch last year. Other- 
wise he went under .300 in 1908 and 
1907, and .324 in 1909 and .323,in 1900. 

For the five years that Cobb, Wag- 
ner and Lajoie have been batting for 
swatting supremacy, the former, the 
voungster of the trio, has forged fine- 
ly to the front, thanks to outhitting 
the Pittsburg shortstop, his closest 
rival, by 63 points in 1910.

Joseph W. Curzon, of the Curzon 
Aviator Company, an expert on mat- 
ters aerially, writes the following 
card on the recent’accidents that re- 
sulted in the deaths of Hoxsey, John- 
stone and Moligant:

| dilctions could be miade or propounded 
among those skilled in the science of 


aerodynmics that could be attributed 
to the direct cause of the recent disas- 
ters referred to, including that which 
befell Mr. Moisant and some others be- 
fore him. 

Anti aeroplane in flight, with its nose 
dipped toward eart at a degree 
wherewith it no longer retains an angle 
of incidence toward the line of de- 
ecent,and whereinthe cetner of pres- 
sure is entirely gone from under the 
main plaine eventually—by gravity— 
developes such terrific speed that it 
becomes impossible to again right the 
machine; the small area of surface on 
the horizontal control becomes inade- 
quate to counteract the tremendous 
pressure now exerting its full force 
upon greater area of exposed surface; 
namely, that running along the main 
plan on top. near its leading edge. 

I am of the opinion the extremely 
daring aviator desiring to execute a 
sensational rapid glide toward the 
earth while in flight, or while per- 
forminmgs a spiral dip, likewise the av- 
iator who makes too quick a landing, 
unconsciously allows the Genter of 
pressure under the plane to remain 
at zero for far too long a period, for 


after executing either of the above- 
mentioned performances gravity has 
already begun to play an all-important 
part, causing him to travel toward the 
earth with an ever-increasing speed 
of lighning-like rapidity, he has al- 
ready dipped the nose of hig machine 
toward the earth, the aeroplane no 
longer retaining an angle of incidence 
toward the line of descent, the tre- 
mendous power of head-on pressure 
causeg from the terrific speed the 
forces of gravity have brought about. 
is now directed against,andon top of 
the forward end of the main plane. 
this volume of air pressure becomes 
almost ag a solid offering a resistance 
liken to a stone wall exerting its tre- 
mendous force against. and on top of 
the parabola of the curved surfaces of 
the plane situated immediately back 
of the leading edge, the pilot eventu- 


ally pulls at his levers in an endeavor | 
to bring the machine to an even keel | 
toward e@ horizontal line of flight only | 


to find the area of surface on the hor- 
izontal directed against the top 
edge of the main plane. the latter of- 
fers an area of surface to this head- 
On pressure many times in excess of 
that possessed by the horizonta| con- 
tro], and so the aviator is entrapped 
to his doom. 

As it is not considered practical, by 
many, to increase the surface of the 
erizontal control, then may I suggest 
‘he advisability of encouraging in- 
ventors to produce a safety stop, to be 
put in use on the control levers of 
aeroplanes that will prevent flying up 
or down beyond a certain safe angle.

IN FOOTBALL WORLD 


London, January 28,.—(Publishers 
Press Special.)—-There is a scandal] ih 
football circles which caused no eng of 
comment. There is well authenticated 
cases of bribery attempts to bribe 
players and “body-snatching” that is 
stealing members from one team to 
strengthen another. 

It is stated on authority, which it is 
difficult to disbelieve, that in a recent 
football league match an attempt was 
made to fix the game, and thus per- 
petuate a swindle on the public. It is 
satisfactory to all who cherish hon- 
esty in games, to use the word “at- 
tempt.” The offer was treated with 
scorn, and a hard struggle followed. 

The match concerned tha first divi- 
sion, and two clubs who have rivetted 
attention by the brilliance of their 
play. An agent of one sent & message 
that he wished to see the captain. 
The skipper received the message from 
a fellow player, and he eomplied with 
the request. To the captain's amaze- 
ment he was offered £30—-£10 for him- 
self and £12 apiece for the remainder 
of the team. What for? To lose the 
match. 

The captain of the other team indig- 
nantly refused to sell his club and the 
public. He reported the offer to the 
trainer, and chairman of his club. The 
situation was considered, and the facts 
were placed within the knowledge of 
the Football Association. An inquiry 
was ordered. 

This is a shocking story, but true. 
No one but the captain, trainer and 
the chairman had any knowledge of 
the bribe which had been dangled be- 
fore the eyes of a player. The cap- 
tain was unnerved that such a propo- 
sal should have been made to him, 
but he never. told his team, who stfug- 
gled to the last to win. .; 

To one comforting reflection is that 
90 per cent of the league games are 
decided on the merits of the teams. 
The public knows that football match- 
es are honestly fought out. The man 
who wishes to either buy or sell a 
game is not wanted in football. 

At a meeting of the Inter-League 
board, held at Carlisle, Middlesborough 
was fined £50 and ordered to pay the 
costs of the meeting and of. the 
Airdrieonians for illegally approaching 
F. Davidson, formerly of the latter 
club, and now with Middlesborough. 

Davideon was an amateur, but de- 
sired to turn professional. and know-

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When the Government Goes

For several months past the air has been full of 
rumors about ‘‘what the government was going to do to 
the Atlanta newspapers!’’ 

It has been known that government inspectors have 
been diligently at work for months investigating the sub- 
scription lists and books and accounts of Atlanta news- 
papers and periodicals, and a few weeks ago announce- 
ment was made that the Department of Justice at Wash- 
ington had sent a special representative here to appear 
before the federal grand jury with a carload of ‘‘evi- 
dence,’’ gathered after an eight months’ search, and that 
on this ‘‘evidence’’ the grand jury would be asked to indict 
different Atlanta publications on the charge of conspiracy 
against the government in making entries and payments 
that had deprived the government of what it was due for 
postage. | 

Hon. Alexander Akerman, designated as ‘‘special 
assistant to the attorney general,’’ was forthwith on hand 
when the grand jury met, and for the past two weeks has 
conducted an investigation which, for inquisitorial direct- 
ness, is without precedent in even the proceedings of the 
federal courts. : 

But that story is a long one, and later on the develop- 
ment of the subject might furnish a text for interesting 
reading bearing upon the thought that, after all, free 
America is not as far away from the methods of the Span- 
ish Inquisition, or the Court of the Venetian Lion’s Mouth 
or Russia’s quick transit methods to Siberia, as many 
fondly suppose it to be. 

Pending details, suffice it to say just here that after 
the most gruelling investigation to which ANY AMERI- 
CAN NEWSPAPER WAS EVER SUBJECTED, con- 
ducted absolutely and avowedly with the view of present- 
ing an ex parte showing which would prove the basis for 
a grand jury true bill—after putting the government to 
an expense of several thousand dollars to bring nearly a 
hundred witnesses to Atlanta, they coming all the way 
from North Carolina to Texas—after_examining every 
entry in The Constitution’s books and CHECKING UP 
THE SUBSCRIPTION LISTS AND RECEIPTS OF 
THE TRI-WEEKLY CONSTITUTION, NAME BY 
NAME, FOR A PERIOD OF SEVERAL YEARS, THE 
GRAND JURY YESTERDAY REPORTED TO THE 
FEDERAL COURT THAT EVEN ON THE EX PARTE 
SHOWING NO CASE HAD BEEN MADE, AND AC- 
CORDINGLY NO TRUE BILL WAS FOUND. 

After the investigation_of The Constitution had pro- 
ceeded for more than a week,.after witness after witness 
from a distance had been examined, including postmas- 
ters, R. F. D. carriers, and inspectors, and the public was 
anxiously inquiring as to what it all meant, THE CON- 
STITUTION, in the absolute knowledge that it had 


NEVER AT ANY TIME, DIRECTLY OR INDIRECT-

On January 26, when the grand jury was about to 
conclude its deliberations, and after all the so-called evi- 
dence to be submitted was in, Special Attorney Akerman, 
very promptly, upon receipt of the letter above referred 
to, wrote The Constitution as follows:

Two days later, WITHOUT HAVING HEARD

What Lawyer Says. 

The communication follows: 

“Editor Constitution: Thé@ financial 
scheme of the constitution of 1877 is 
the Simplest of any state in the union, 
and is embodied in article 7. Prinej- 
Ple No. 1 is that ‘no debt shall be 
contracted by, or in behalf of the state, 
except to supply the casual deficien- 
cjes of revenue, to repel invasion, sup- 
press insurrection and defend the state 
in time of war, or to pay the existing 
public debt; but the debt created to 
Supply actual deficiencies in revenue 
Shall not exceed, in the aggregate, 
$200,000." If there is any debt out- 
Standing against the state created for 
any purpose than those named, then it 
ig an unconstitutional debt, and is not 
binding upon the state. 

“This article also provides that the 
powers of taxation over the whole 
state shall be exercised by the general 
assembly for the following purposes 
only: ‘For the support of the state 
eovermment and public institutions, 
for educationa] purposes, etc.’ Which 
means, in plain English, that the state 
must pay as it goes. That is, that 
its public affairs must be conducted 
On a cash basis. 


Would Be Uncenstitutional. 


“If the legislature should levy @ tax 
for the purpose of raising a surplus, 
its tax bill would be un¢onstitutional, 
and if it levied q@ tax which would 
raise a surplus, its tax act would be 
unconstitutional, because its powef is 
limited ‘to the purposes named in the 
constitution, and to these purposes 
only.’ 

“The third provision is that the 
bonded debt of the state shall never 
be increased except to repel invasion, 
Suppress insurrection or defend the | 
State in time of war, and the fourth | 
provision is that the state shall not 
assume the debt, or any part thereof, | 
of any county, municipal corporation | 
or political division of the state, un- | 
less such debts shall be contracted to | 
enable the state ‘to repel invasion, | 
Suppress insurrection and defend it in | 
Ume of war.’ 

“If the state’s business is to be con- | 
ducted on a cash basis, and the gen- 
eral assémbly has ample power to-levy 
taxes for the purpose of enabling it | 
to do so, it is pure nonsense to talk | 
about increasing the borrowing power | 
of the state, because of the growth | 
and volume of its business. If it costs 
$1,000,000, or $5,000,000, or $10,000,000 |

‘Man Defeated by Dix Says 
Troubles of’ Country Are

Cleveland, Ohio, January 28.—~-The

first thing to be done is to adjust and 
equalize the assessments on all prop- 
erty. No matter what plan may be 
adopted for raising money for the city, 
this readjustment of assessments on 
valuations will be absolutely necessary, 
and it will form the foundation upon 
which must be built any system of in- 
creased revenue. 
Hurst’s Plan a Good One. 

“Auditor Hurst has pointed out most 
clearly and intelligently a plan for 
beginning work on the readjustment of 
valuation. That plan, which will carry 
into execution the system IT am now 
suggesting, is to have a complete and 
active survey ard plot of all the city 
property, block by block-——-in fact, not 
by lot. To produce such a map of every 
block and every lot, and with an easy 
method of indexing changes, will give 
fhe city an inventory of its property, 
and will afford an equitable and satis- 
factory method of equalizing taxation. 
With such a record, the property can 
be followed very easily in its changes 
and subdivision. More than this, every 
foot of ground in the city will be 
found and recorded. Nothing will es- 
cape the tax assessors under such a 
record and indexing method. 

“In my opinion, such a system of 
maps will be of the greatest value to 
all real estate agents, insurance men 
and dealers in land, and enough of the 
maps can be sol4 to greatly reduce the 
first cost of production. Such a survey 
and system of maps will probably cost 
something like $10,000, perhaps more. 
There are expert engineers who make a 
business of doing just such work, and 
they will know exactly what is wanted 
by Atlanta when they are asked to 
make the surveys and record. 


What Chattanooga Has Done. 

“Some years ago the city of Chatta- 
nooga made surveys and maps, ae I 
have suggested for Atlanta, and the 
work was done in a most thorough 
manner. A very large part of the cost 
of the work was provided through the 
purchase of the may by real esta.e 
}agents and others, who found such rec- 
ords of great value to their business. 
Once let such maps be made for At- 
lanta, and no real estate dealer or in- 
surance agent could do without them;

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With the declaration that 
needs and must have more revenue, 
Captain W. G. Raoul, who is one of the 
best-informed and at the same time

Suppose Atlanta was owned by a 
corporation like those which operate 
railroad systems, large banks and big 
insurance companies, would not the en- 
tire city be assessed for taxation in a 
manner so thoroughly systematic as to 
have every foot~ of ground recorded 
and equitably taxed?

“As a proof of this statement, I will 
cite one biock of central property on 
Marietta street, between Broad and | 
Forsyth streets. Everyone that is ac- 
quainted with Marietta street in that 
locality will readily agree that the 
south side has always been the most 
traveled, therefore, the most valuable, 
from a business view, yet the north 
side of that block carries an average 
assessinent of $213.10 per foot greater 
that the south side.

Dr. McNaughton was convicted in 
Emanuel superior court at its fall ses- 
sion of murdering Fed Flanders, his 
friend an4 patient, through the use of 
poison, and the case created a great)

over the trial at the request of the 
judge of that-circuit, who was pre- 
vented from doing so by a family be- 
reavement. 

A remarkable feature brought out in 
-the court's ruling, dismissing the mo- 
tion, is that of the exceptions the 
counsel for the accused made to his 
charge, six were to formal requests, in 
writing, presented by counsel for the 
accused. There were ]3 grounds for a 
new trial set forth in the amended 
motion, nine of them peing exception 
to the court's charge. 

In the opinion of the court, “the jury 
in this case returned the only verdict 
which was logical and consistent, un- 
der the evidence, if they believed the 
evidence for the state, and none of the 
state’s witnesses were attacked.” 

An Interesting Point. 

“The general trend of these excep- 
tions,” says the court, “consists in an 
effort to change the standard of men- 
tal conviction necessary to base a ver- 
dict of guilty, and to substitute there- 
for, in cases of circumstantial evi- 
-dence, the test that the evidence must 
exclude every other reasonable hypoth- 
esis save that of the guilt of the ac- 

| cused. While it Is true that. Code Sec- 
4% tion 984 provides that ‘To warrant a 
. conviction on circumstantial evidence, 
the proven facts must not only be con- 
Sistent with the hypothesis of guilt, 
but must ¢xclude every other reason- 
able hypothesis save that of the guilt 
of the accused,’ and the court instruct- 
ea the jury in this identical language, 
it must not be overlooked that the 
doctrine of reasonable doubt extends 
to all circumstantial evidence, and Code 
Section 987 expressly provides that, 
“Whether dependent upon positive or

We have a Mayor and feur Coun- 
cilmen, and elections are held alternate- 
lv each two years, at one time for two 
Councilman, and at the next for the 
Mayor and the other two, the terms of 
office being four years in all cases. 


We have the INITIATIVE, REF- 
ERENDUM and RECALL, all upon a 
twenty per cent petition of the total 
vote of the last preceding primary elec- 
tion. 


Our voting qualifications for the 
primary are the’same as for the general 
election, viz.: a state residence of two 


vears, county one year, and city four. 


months before the next ensuing general 


‘election, together with the production 


of receipts for all taxes then finally due 
and payable. 


As to the justification of this Gov- 
ernment in Columbia it is hard to find a 
stronger one: than the statements of 
members of the preceding Council. 
When I went to two of them for an ex- 
planation of their budget before pub- 
lishing the apnended financial _ state- 
ment I was informed: 


First: That bills payable aamount- 
ing to $53,000.00 and secured by an as- 
signment of taxes WERE NOT 
PLACED IN THE BUDGET of the 
vear’s expenses because their appear- 
ance WOULD DESTROY THE CBAT.

CHANCE VERY SLIM 
FOR TARIFF BOARD 


In View of the Opposition 
of Bailey and Other 


Demoerats.

Washington, January 28.-—(Special.) 
The chances for a bill providing for 
the creation of a tariff commission or 
tariff board securing favorable action 
in the senate this year are exceed- 
ingly slim in view of the opposition of 
Senator Balley and other democrats. 

Senator Bailey is opposed to a tariff 
board or commision in any 
form or size, or called bg any 
name. He looks upon it as another 
move toward government by bureaus 
and commissions. The work cut out 
for a tariff commission is work that 
should be done by congress, he says, 
and the member of congress who was 
not competent to frame a tariff bill 
with the facts easily at hand was not 
competent to be in congress. 

“I can see why a republican advo- 
cate of a protective tarrrf shoulq want 
a tariff board,”’ saiq Senator Bailey. 
“because it would furntsh him some 
figures on which to base an excuse 

‘ * . 
for his protective sehedules;: but I can- 
not see what benefit it would be to a 
democrat in framing a revenue tariff. 
If he cannot take a copy of the ex- 
isting tariff bill and a statement of 
imports into the country and lay a 
tariff duty that will raise revenue, he 
is not competent to be in congress.” 

“Would you favor any kind of a 
tariff commission?” he was asked. 

“No, I would not,” was his reply. 
“The inevitable effect: of creating 
such a board of cotmmrssion is that 
they soon become the dominant force 
and dictate legislation. Take the river 
and harbor bill; it ts shaped by the 
engineering corps of the army. If this 
tariff board is created, congress would 
soon come to accept their word and 
their recommendations absolutely in 
tariff matters. That is work. whic. 
should be done by the legislative 
branch of the government, who are

Washington, January 28.—To carry 
into éffect the terms of the reciprocity 
agreement concluded by Trepresenta- 
tives of Canada and the United States 
last Thursday, and which was placed 
before congress that day by President 
Taft, with a specia] message urging 
legislation On the eubject, the first 


move was made today when Repre- 
sentative McCall, of Massachisetts, a 
member of the ways and means com- 

mittee of the house, presented the 
administration bill on the subject. 

The bill was referred to the commit- 
tee on ways and means, which will 
take it up next week. 

McCall to Steer Measure. 

The introducfion of the bill by the 
Massachusetts membér, instead of by 
Mr. -Payne, of New Y¢rk, chairman 
of the ways and méans committee, 
occasioned some comment. It is inter- 
preted in many quarters to indicate 
that Mr. McCall will take a prominent 
part in steering the bill-through the 
committee and in engineering its 
progress upon the floor of the house. 

While members of the committée 
which has the first -consideration of 
the new trade agreement decline to 
discuss their prospective attitude up- 
on the measure, it has become fairly 
well established that the bill to put 
the new rates into effect will pass 
through the committee and come up 
on the floor of the house within a 
comparatively short time. 

The first move of the committee will 
be to take up the bill at the meeting 
“early in the week ang determine if 
any hearings -will be held upon the 
measure. It is the opinion of several 
members. of the committee now that 
if certain delegations representing 
industries seriously affected by the 
lowering of tariff rates wish to be 
heard by the committee, an opportu- 
nity will be afforded them before any 
final’ action is taken. 

No Extended Hearings. 

There will be no extended hearings, 
however, and no opening of the bars 
to all the tariff arguments that migh» 
be introduced for and against the 
terms of the new commercial arrange- 
Members of the committee be- 
Neve that the facts bearing upon thé 
vartous items would be fully elicited 
in the hearings held during the prep- 
aration of the Payne-Aldrich bill; and 
that to renew extensive hearings upon 
the reciprocity agreement would need- 
lessly and dangerously delay its con- 
sideration by the house. 

The form of the bill introduced by 
Mr. McCall is such that its future 
consideration in the house is a matter 
of uncertainty at the present time. 
As a bill to raise revenue it will be 
Subject to amendment and change, 
unless a rule of cloture is first put 
through the house prohibiting amend- 
ments and forcing the house to vote 
upon the reciprocity agreement as a 
whole.

POPE’S LETTER 
STIRS GERMANY 


Bitter Comment on Let- 
ter by Newspapers. 


|The ‘Letter of. Pope Relates to 
> Oath Disavowing Modernism 
Now Required of Theological 
Professors---Action by Gov- 
ernment Is Expected. 


Berlin, January 28.—Widespread in- 
terest has been aroused by a letter 
sent by the pope to Cardinal Fischer, 
archbishop of Cologne, relative to the 
oath disavowing moderniem, which is 
now required of theological professors 
by the vatican. Already this ruling 
has resulted in the withdrawal of sev- 
etal members of the théological fac- 
ulty at the University of Munich, and 
has called forth a sharp controversy 
in the press. 

Bishops Are Warned. 

After declaring that the bishops 
should. not permit foresight and cau- 
tion to develop into faint-heartedness 
in Gonneéction with the deprivation of 
clergy from office, when they refuse 
to defer to a new test, and expressing 
no surprise that those who fear for 
their own positions are striving 
against the edict, even perhaps calling 
upon the state to prevent its being 
carried out, the pope proceeds: 

“In fulfillment of duty so far as 
God's praise is directly concerned, the 
struggié should not be shunned. On 
the contrary, it should be courageous- 
ly entered upon.” 

The letter sets forth that professors 
of theology in state schools need not 
take the oath except when they are at 
the same time occupying the pastoral 
office of any kind, but it regards as 
“cowardly deference’ the action of 
state teachers who make use of the 
permission of Rome not to take the 
oath because of those who, though of 
}the same Catholic church, declare it 


! to be a violation of human intelligence 


and a hindrance to the .progress of 
sclente. 
Government Action Expected. 

A recommendation follows that ex- 
emptions for other reasons should not 
be permitted. Newspapers of all shades 
of opinion foresee government action. 
The Kreuze Zeitung says: 

“There can be no doubt of the pope's 
intention to enter into a conflict with 
the Prussian government, the conse- 
quences of which Cannot at present be 
foreseen.”.

The appraising of individual lots 
was done by clerks secured from the 
Cass School of Applied Sclence, West- 
ern Reserve University and elsewhere, 
who applieq tothe lots the unit in 
the center of the block. For lots of 
irregular shape it was necessary to 
apply certain fixed rules and formulas. 
A ratio was also adopted for lots less 
than or over 100 feet. For corner lots 
a ratio based upon the relative unit 
values for the front and side strests 
was evolved and not a fixed increase 
of 25 or 30 per cent which {fs the cus- 
tomary rule. 

The board had an architect prepare 
schedules of costs of frame buildings, 
of brick bulldings and of brick and 
frame buildings so that we had unit 
values of buildings also. Then the 
board made out lanks with a list 
of questions which a man of very 
little skill can answer. These were 
made out for each property and ac- 
cording to the type of building the 
superficial floor area was multiplied 
by a sum ranging from $1 to $40. 
From this figure sums for depreciation 
were deducted, based on age, condition 


due partly to the decennial assess- 
ments, but more largely to the fact that 
we elected in each one of the assessing 
districts an official who appraised his 
own particular locality. “Over the dis- 
tricts there was a board, which en- 
deavored to secure equality as between 
these appraisers. The local appraiser 
tried to satisfy his neighbors and con- 
stituents and each district tried to keep 
valuations down as low as pbdssible. 

Not only were these great divergen- 
cies in the residence districts, but the 
undervaluation in the business section 
was so great that the Cleveland board 
in completing. its report said that un- 
der the new valuations the annual sav- 
ing in taxes to home owners would be 
in the neighborhood of $2,500,000 a 
year. In some localities manufacturing 
property land was on the tax dupli- 
cate at 5 cents. per square foot. It 
was placed on the tax duplicate by the 
new assessment at something like 50 
cents per square foot. 

In 1909 a law passed providing for 
the quadrennial appraisal of real es- 
tate. It provided also-that the old dis- 
trict appraisals should be abolished 
and five officials elected in every city 
to value the property within it. It 
alos required that every individual 
should be served with a notice not only 
of his own appraisal, but that of his 
neighbors. 

The constitution of Ohio provides 
that all property shall be assessed at 
its full value in money. No county had 
attempted to do that. The board de- 
cided at once that it would assess land 
and buildings at their market value, } 
though this meant that Cuyahoga 
county would pay more than its share 
of the direct state tax, as the other 
counties do not assess at full value. 

The board had three alternatives. 
One was to employ and send out in 
the community district men more or 
less familiar with land value and then 
to revise their returns. Another was 
to employ experts from among the real 
estate men of the city and pay them 
large salaries for making valuations. 
We concluded that the testimony of 
real estate experts is about as unre- 
liable as any other téstimony, as there 
are bulls and bears among them.

Washington, January 28.—Determ- 
ined that the territory of the United 
States shall not be used as a base of 
revolutionary expeditions against Mex- 
ico, the Washington government today 
took steps to increase materially the 
American military and customs forces 
guarding the frontier. 

The secretary of war today issued 
orders more than trebling the soldiers 
guarding the border line, and the sec- 
retary of the treasury authorized the 
collector of customs at El Paso, Texas, 
to appoint ten additional deputy col- 
lectors of customs in order to estab- 
lish a more effective survey of smug- 
glers. It is understood that these or- 
ders were issued by direction of the 
president upon representations from 
the Mexican embassy that the neutral- 
ity of the United States was being vio- 
lated. 

Secretary Dickinson directed that the 
military patrol of the border be in- 
creased by six troops of cavalry 
from Fort Sam Houston, Texas, detach- 
ments of mounted infantry from Forts 
Whipple, Ariz., and Wingate, N. M. The 
army officers have been instructed 
to co-operate with the marshals of the 
department of justice and the customs 
officials of the treasury department 
stationed along the border.

The late Mr. William Shakespeare is 
accredited with having advanced the 
opinion, which is nowadays quite gen- 
erally entertained, that there isn't 
much of anything in a name anyway, 
but the himself. He was named for 
his maternal grandfather. James 
Beauchamp, pronounced “Beecham,” 
and until after he had attained his 
majority he saw “James Beauchamp 
Clark” staring him in the face every 
time he wrote his signature, or saw 
his name printed.

The railroad rate hearings before 
the interstate commerce commission, 
have developed one of the most 
curiously dramatic turns of events, 
ever seen in American industrial af- 
fairs. 

Armed with elaborate arguments 
bristling with a chevaux de frise o 
Statistics, the representatives of the 
railroads and those of the shippers, 
appeared before the commission. 

It was supposed by the public that 
the contest would follow the lines 
which had been gradually marked out 
ever ‘since the railroads iaid their 
plans for raising freight rates. 

Instead, the hearings took a brand- 
néw tack. Or (to use a strict railroad 
metaphor) the issue was switched onto 
another track. The switchman was 
a lawyer, Mr. Louis D. Brandeis. 

He told the railroads thev were 
wasting a million dollars a day. 

That there was no need of their in- 
creasing their incomes by raising 
prices to shippers. 

All the railroads needed to do to 
open for themselves a Golconda of 
wealth was to retrench. 

But the definition of retrenchment, 
in the sense tn which it ts understood 
by Mr. Brandeis, is unusual. 

Instead of cutting down resources, 
dtjminishing facilities, it means in- 
creasing them. 

By using the economic methods in- 
vented by industrial experts, the rail- 
roads can, according to Mr. Brandeis, 
effect a saving of much over $300,000,- 
000 a year, 

Thereupo followed an incident 
which can interpreted as sincerity 
or bluff, according to the light that 
is in us. 

After a meeting of railroad presi- 
dents in Chicago, the officials in ques- 
tion offered r. Brandeis a lucrative 
position if he would show them how 
to carry out the reforms he suggested. 

Whether Mr. Brandeis shall prefer 
to continue practicing law, or is will- 
in to become a_ railroad man. is 
neither here nor there. He would be 
justified in asking what guaranty he 
has that the railroads would adopt 
such plans as he might offer. 

It is taxing human credence too 
much to ask it to believe that proper 
re-adjustment of the railway econom- 
ics of the country must stand or fall 
by the decision of Mr. Brandeis.

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Montgomery, Ala., January 28.— 
(Special.)—Revelations of a startling 
mature were unfolded to the house 
committee on temperance when it 
made use of Friday’s recess of the 
legislature to discuss in executive 
session the administration local op- 
tion measure which has been intro- 
dueed to the lower body by Repre- 
sentative Smith, of Montgomery. 

The revelations are startling be- 
cause they show that passage of the 
bill in its presént. form would vir- 
tually make blind tigers of every 
pharmacy in the state by reason of the 
fact that such drug stores would not 
be financially able to: provide a li- 
cense of $2,400 per year for the sale 
of drugs. 

For drugs, according to Dr. W. H. 
Oates, state inspector of jails and 
cotton milis, who. was called before 
the committee, contain aicohols of the 
strength that aré banned in the bill, 
uniess the high licénse is paid. 

When the jail .inspector, who is 
likewise a professional chemist, was 
called before the committee, he point- 
ed out sections 7 and 18 of the meas- 
ure as especially objectionable. The 
first of these sections specifies what 
liquors can be sold under the act, 
wn quors are in accordance with 
the pure food regulations. Section 
18 of the measuré specifies what ii- 
quors cannot be, sold, ending with 
this paragraph: 

“It #hall also be unlawful to sell 
distilled spirits, wnder whatsoever 
name they may be offered, which are 
compounded wholly or in part of al- 
cohol, either with or without added 
eoloring or flavoring matter, or which 
sare produced in @hy other way than 
legitimate methods of distitia- 
and aging 4s hereinabove pro-

vinous or malt liquors except those 
the sale of which is above author- 
ized.” 
Objectionable Features. 

Objection to this section is offered 
On the ground that @€very pharmacy 
in the state sells drugs which con- 
tain, in practically 90 per centum in- 
Stances, alcohols of the’  gtrength 
which are banned in the bill. Per- 
fumes contain. alcohol. Practically 
every liquid medicine which is admin- 
istered by physicians has as one of 
its component parts the dreaded in- 
toxicant. 


In discussing the measure after his | 


appearance in committee meeting, 
Oates stated that the measure would 
work an especial hardship on the 
pharmacists; very few of whom could 
maintain their business at such a high 
rate. of license. Moreover, he ex- 
pressed the fear that the absolute 
purity of the kind of liquors which 
are permitted to be sold_ in ,saloons 
would in itself defeat thé bill, inas- 
much as violations would almost in- 
evitably ensue. 


Making Amendments. 


After discussing the bill with the | 


committee, Dr. Oates was empowered 
to draw up such amendments as will 
eliminate the objectionable features 
to the measure, and at the same time 
permit the pharmacists to conduct 
their business along just such lines 
as at the present time. It is pointed 
out that the authors of the bill did 
not intend to have the measure oper- 
ative to such an extent against the 
bona fide drug stores. 

Further amendments to the measure 
are in process, but the general trend 
of the measure will not be in ‘the

Where Rates Will be Lower. 


For instance, according to District 
Superintendent. Camp, there are only 
three points in this state to which 
the lower berth rate has been reduced. 
These are from Atlanta to Cordele, 
Lumber City ang Helena, the present 
rate being $2 and the reduced te be- 
ing $1.75 for a lower berth. The up- 
per berth, bein 25 per cent cheaper 
than the lower berth rate, will, there- 
fore, be $1.40 to those points. 

Although the company has not re- 
duced the lower berth rate on al!

goon to add to her claims for distinc- 
tion that of being the greatest inter- 
urban electric railway center in the 
south, and one of the greatest in the 
_ entire country. 

Four of the roads mentioned above 
will be in operation within a year, and 
there is ‘every reason to believe that 
the construction of the fifth will be 
well under way by that time. 

With the four roads completed, At- 
Tanta will stand out head and shoul- 
ders above any other southern city m 
the matter of interurban facilities, and, 
im the opinion of experts, no city In cated 
section of the country, save the densely 
populated east, will be able to boast 4 
better interurban system than Atlanta 
can show. 

400 Miles of Road to Center Here. 

When the roads already under course 
ef construction or projected have been 
eottipleted. there will be more than 400 
miles of interurban trolley systems 
pouring daily into the city a vast 
throng of visitors from the north, east, 
south and southwest. Hundreds will 
eomeé from nefghboring towns, and not 
a few from other cities of Georgia, but 
the vast majority will come from the 


- rural districts which the trolley lines} 


are to tap. t 
For, in the main, the roads which are 


to center in Atlanta are to furnish not 
only a quicker, more frequent and 
cheaper mode of transportation than 
the railroads can offer, but in many 
instances they are to tap sections of 
the country surrounding the city where 
access to the railroads is anything but 
easy. Cars on all of the lines will be 
run every hour, thus making the ser- 
vice over the trolley lines more con- 
venient, as well as cheaper, than over 
the railroads, even when the two run 
paralie!l. 
E Roads That Are Conring. 

Of the five long roads that are to 
eéntér in Atlanta, the Atlanta North- 
ern, to Marietta, is the only one in op- 
eration at present.

Construction Already Begun. 

The route of the road has already 
been surveyed to Conyers. Grading to 
a point beyond Ormwood has been com- 
pleted, and something over 1% miles 
of tracks have been laid in the growing 
suburh. A full 30 miles of rails have 
already been purchased, 5 miles of 
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Fairburn, in Campbell county, began to, 


talk of connecting their oity with At- 
lanta By trolley, and their agitation 
has resulted in the building of a road 
which will be open for traffic not later 
than April 1. 

The road will parallel the Atlanta 
and West Point practically the entire 
distance, being less than 100 feet dis- 
tant almost the whole way along. It 
will pass through Union City, 1 mile 
from/ Fairburn; Stonewall, 1 mile 
further north; Red Oak, 3% miles 
further along; College Park, 3% miles 
away; East Point, Fort McPherson and 
Oakiand City in succession. The entire 
distance is approximately 18 miles. 

The roadbed has been graded for the 
entire distance from Fairburn to Col- 
lege Park, and the track has been laid 
from Fairburn to a point just south of 
Red Oak. This work is being pushed 
forward as rapidly as possible, dnd will 
be completed in the near future. For 
the present, it is understood, the line 
will use the tracks of the Georgia 
Railway and Electric Company to come 
into the city. 

All necessary material for laying the 
track to College Park is-now on hand, 
contracts for the cars were let some 
time ago, and everything is being got- 
ten ready for the opening of the road, 
which will occur not later than April 1. 

Roadbed Will Be the Best. 

Only the very best of material has 
been used in the comstruction of the 
track, and the road, when compléted, 
will be second to none in the country. 
The highest quality of sixty-pound 
steel rails are being put down. The 
grade/of the road is in no place more 
than-2 per cent, while there is not an 
acute curve at any point along the 
line. Schedules as fast as those on any 
trolley line in the country can be éasily 
maintained. 

The road has been built by “home” 
capital almost exclusively. Merchants 
and other business men of Fairburn, 
Union City, Red Oak and the other 
stops along the line came forward and 
purchaseqd goodly blocks of stock, 
while the farmers along the route were 
not slow in investing their cash. As a 
result, the road is owned entirely by 
local men. 

Real estate values on the route, both 
in the towns and in the country, have 
risen anywhere from 100 to 500 per 
cent since the road became a cer- 
tainty. 

The Atlanta and Carolina. 

Leaving Atlanta to the eastward, the 
Atlanta-Carolina road {is now rapidly 
pushing ite way toward Lithonia and 
Conyers, and by fall cars will be !n 
operation over this line to the first 
named town. 

The Atlanta and Carolina is ultimate- 
ly to connect Atlanta with Augusta. 

Leaving Atlanta through Ormwood, 
near the Soldiers’ home, the route lies 
through Panthersville, Snapfinger, Li- 
thonia, Conyers, Walnut Grove, Monroe, 
Good Hepe, High Shoals, Watkinsville, 
Athens, Crawford, Lexington, Wash- 
ington and thence to Auguste. The 


p which are already on the ground, with 


the rest being shipped. 

At present there are three gangs of 
workmen on the .construction-—one 
grading, another laying ties and still 
a third putting down the rails. The 
company has bought 20,000 creodoted 
ties for use inside the city limits, while 
contracts for thousands of others have 
been let to parties living along the 
route. 

The laying of the track was begun 
at White City, and is being pushed as 
rapidly eastward as possible. For the 


| present, the Atlanta and Carolina will 


use the tracks of the Georgia Railway 
and Electric Company from White City 
into the heart of town, thus delivering 
passengers in the business center of 
the aity without extra charge. 

Eventually, the road expects to build 
its own tracks. However, this will 
hardly be done before the other end has 
reached Augusta. Its franchise gives 
this road the.right to build and operate 
13 miles of track inside the limits of 
Atlanta. 

Eathusiasm Along the Route. 

M. Mason, the newly elected president 
of the road, who fs at present out with 
the Survey party, states that the en- 
thusiasm of the residents along the 
route is unbounded. They realize fully 
what the coming of the line means to 
them, and are feverishly impatient for 
the inauguration of the service. _. This, 
Mr. Mason believes, argues well for the 
succéss of the road from the very be- 
ginning og its operation. 

Many of the farmers living along 
the line have volunteered to assist in 
the grading work before planting time 
rolls ‘round, and with this assistance 
the work will be pushed forward much 
more rapidly than has been heretofore 
possible. 


Trade Artery Northward. 


A road of which comparatively little 
has been heard here, but one that gives 
promise of being one of the most im- 
portant coming into the city, is the 
Atlanta-Northeastern, which ig to con- 
nect this city with Crichton, in Chero- 
Kee county, and Cumming, the county 
seat of Forsyth county. This road, 
when completed, will be something 
over 60 miles long, and will traverse a 
section hitherto. untouched by either 
electric or steam roads. 

Going north from Atlanta, 
will strike Bolton; then, running paral- 
lel with the Chattahoochee river, 
reaches Roswell, Crabapple and Alpha- 
retta in turn. At Midway Church, north 
of Alpharetta, the line divides, one 
branch going east to Cumming and the 
other northwest to Creighton. 

For the past year, the work of 
financing this road has been going 
steadily on and, at this time, has been 
practically. finished. The route has 
been surveyed for the entire distance, 
and the work of grading and laying 
the track is expected to begin not 
later than the middle of April.

from the start. A contract hae al- 
ready been made with a mining com- 
pany at Creighton, by the terms of 
which the road is to transport 200 tons 
of ore daily from the mines. For this 
Purpose accommodations for heavy 
freight traffic will be one of the prin- 
pical features of the company’s rolling 
stock. In addition, it is expected that 
the road will do a large general freight 
business from the “section through 
which it runs, 

The Atlanta-Northeastern is the one 
road running out of the city which will 
be entirely without* steam road com- 
petition. The route along which the 
road will lie is located almost half 
way between the Southern road, on the 
Nashville 
on the west. The average distance be- 
tween these two roads is something 
over 30 miles, giving the electric line 
territory of this width, which is at 
this time traversed only by wagon 
roads. he Creighton line wil] event- 
ually be pushed on to Dahlonega. 

The roadbed of the Atlanta-North- 
eastern will be one of the best in the 
country, the grade at no point being 
Over 1 per cent, and the curvature 
never in excess of 6 degrees. 

The manner in which the road will 
enter Atlanta has not yet been settled. 
but the promoters announce that they 
will land their passengers well within 
reach of the business section of the 
city. They have several routes into 
the city under consideration at this 
time. 


From Macon to Atlanta. 


The idea of connecting Macon and 
Atlanta by trolley is one that has at- 
tracted the attention of Macon capi- 
talists for several years past. Work 
on the proposition has been done from 
time to time, but always dropped for 
one reason or another. From present 
indications, however, would seem that 
the road is at last about to become a 
reality. 

The route which this road 
pected to follow lies from 
northward through Bellvue, 
Forsyth, Griffin, Hampton, 
and Hapeville. 

The men who are backing the line 
stopped workon this particular proj- 
ect almost @ year ago, deciding to 
install an immense power plant on the 
Ocmulgee river, in Butts county, be- 
fore going further with the electric 
line work. It is from this plant that 
the power to operate the cars is to be 
gotten, and the promoters degired to 
learn whether or not ¢he power would 
be sufficient. 

Only a few days ago the first turn 
of the plant's wheels was made. A 
big head of water was announced, and 
light tests have been made, but the 
current not yet on. The lines to 
many points are ready, and it cannot 
be more than two or three weeks now 
before the plant will be in operation. 
As s00n as it can be relied upon, the 
current will thén be started for large 
numbers of towns and points where it 
has been sold for use. 

This operation must be kept up un- 
til Macon, as well as New York and 
eastern capitalists, are satisfied Ahe 
financial end is a success. Then it 
must be determined how much power 
there is that can be devoted to oper- 
ating cars from Atlanta to Macon. It 
is, however, almost certain that an 
unlimited amount will be at the com- 
mand of the interurban line. 

It is predicted strongly in Macon 
that the project will find an earlv 
Start, for the builders have done their 
work well on the power plant. It will 
more than do the work figured by its 
owners. If sych is the case, the inter- 
urban is coming at no distant day. 

What It meane to Atlanta. 

Just what the coming of these inter- 
urban trolleys means to the city is 
difficult of comprehension, unless one 
takes the trouble to Investigate the 
results other cities have obtained from 
such systems. And even after such 
an investigation, it is hard to believe 
what the search reveals. 

Cincinnati, Ohio, is a city which has 
an interurban system second to none 
in the middle west, and yet no better 
than that which is promised Atlanta 
within a comparatively short. time. 
And the business men of Cincinnati 
give jt as their honest opinion Mat 
the business interests of their /ity 
have profited to the extent of /350,- 
000,000 annually as a direct result of 
their interurban communication with 
the surrounding country and neigh- 
boring towns.

lent system of interurban roads, and 
here the resulting increase in business 
is no less remarkable than that ex- 
périenced in the more southern city, if 
the business men of Columbus are to 
be believed. 
Deo Not Hurt Towns. 


And in spite of the wonderful! 
amount of business the interurban 
roads bring to the city in which they 
enter, the small towns along the route 
are not only not injured, but are vast 
ly benefited by the advent of the 
roads, if the evidence of those wha 
are in a position to know is to be 
taken. P 

In the middle west, where conditions 
ere nearly similar to those in and 
around Atlanta, the growth of many 
towns has been phenomenal since the 
advent of the interurban roads. Thou- 
sands of people passing through the 
smaller towns on their way to the 
cities do a portion of their business at 
the puvint where they entrain, leaving 
the town a goodly portion of the buys- 
iness it already did and bringing in 
hundreds of other customers who were 
in the habit of going elsewhere be- 
forge the roads came. 

The pedplé in the smaller towns go 
to the cities, it is said, for their larger 
purchases, but continue to give the 
home merchant their smaller trade, 
which, in the end, aggregates more 
than the widely-separated purchases in 
the city. 

in addition, the merchant is vastly 
benefited by being brought directly in 


touch with his wholesaler and jobber 
in the city. He can order by tele- 
phone and have his goods delivered at 
his door within a few hours. This en- 
ables him to carry a smaller line, re- 
plenish it frequently, and thus give 
his customers fresher goods and bet- 
ter service generally than is possible 
without the interurban. 
Double Land Values. 

But the benefits which a section re- 
ceives from the interurban roads is not 
confined to the towns and cities, not 
by any manner of means. AS a mniver- 
sal rule, farming lands on or near the 
roads increase in value anywhere from 
50 to 100 per cent, once the road is as- 


' sured.

With a steam road through a, farm. 
its value to the place depends largely 
upon how far the farm lies from the 
nearest depot. With an eléctric line 
such is not the case, for in the latter 
case cars stop any and everywhere 
passengers wish to board. This puts 
every man living on a farm along the 
route of one of these roads in direct 
touch with the city, and as freight, as 
well as passenger cars will be oper- 
ated on the roads, gives him the quick- 
est possible mode of transportation for 
his marketable produce. : 

One Big City. 

With the country around Atlanta 
Well covered with a network of inter- 
urban lines, the section will become 
virtually one large city. The disad- 
vantages of living in the eountry will 
be removed and the dweller’ tn rural 
districts will, if anything, have the 
advantage of the man in town. 

With the road running past his door, 
he reaches the business portion of the 
city in almost the same time that it 
takes the dweller on Peachtree to 
drive down in his auto. He has at 
hand the power to electrically light his 
home, the telephone at his elbow puts 
him in as close touch with friends 
and business associates in the city as 
though he were in town, and even the 
theaters are of as easy access to him- 
self and family as though they lived 
inside the corporate limits. 

Boon to “Greater Atlanta.” 

Cincinnati gets over 1,000,000 cus- 
tomers annually through her inter- 
urban lines, and this in the face of 
flerce competition on the part of many 
neighboring cities of importance. 
Backers of the roads which are event- 
ually to center here, bellevé that At- 
lanta will do equally as well, if not 
better. 

Just what the dumping of this im- 
mense throng of buyers into the city 
will mean to the town, the promoters 
of the roads are leaving the merhants, 
the manfacturers, the bankers and the 
real estate men to figure for them- 
selves. However, they modestly give 
it as their opinion that when the 
roads have all been put into operation, 
it will be -found that no other one 
agency is doing quite so much as they 
to put Georgia's capital head and 
shoulders above every other city in 
Dixfe.

TWO CATS DONE TO DEATH 


TRYING TO SOLVE MYSTERY 


Cumberland, Md... January 2?86.—. 
State’s Attorney Robb conducted an 
experiment today, killing two cats in 
the parlor of the home of Lewis F. 
Elosser to test a theory that Charles 
E. Twigg and his betrothed, Grace 
Elosser, daughter of Lewis F. Elosser, 
mét Aéath by accident on the evening, 
preceding what was to have  0been 
their wedding day. The animals were 
subjected to tests of one hour and a 
half, and Drs. John R. Littlefield and 
Arthur H. Hawkins, employed by 
State’s Attorney Robb in his experi- 
ment, found that the animals died 
from the fumes of carbon monoxide. 
The parlor where the experiment was 
conducted was arranged as on the 
day of the tragedy. The Elosser fam

ily consented to the experiment, and 
were enjoined to secrecy. State’s At- 
torney Robb, who this afternoon prom- 
ised a positive solution of the case at 
9 o'clock, said at that hour: 

“Weworked onthree theorles—mur- 
der, double suicide and murder and 
suicide. We are now investigating 
a fourth theory. We Ttave reached 
no conclusion. I know two cats used 
in the experiment are dead. I cannot 
say how Charles E. Twigg and Graee 
Elosser met their deaths,” 

The cats were placed on a crate oan 
the sofa on which the bodies of Pwige 
and Miss Elosser were found. 

The doctors who conducted the au- 
topsy discredit the death by asphyxia- 
tion theory. They found evidence of 
poisoning by cyanide of potassium.

New York. January 28.—(Special.)— 
It is a common gractice among Chris- 
tian Science thealers to apply their 
treatment to dogs, horses and othe 
animals.

Claiming to have “an inside tip” on 
the situation, one of the local papers 
comes out in a column article setting 
forth the change. Every raiiroad offi- 
cial in Statesboro has been sought for 
information, but neither of them know 
anything about the deal. ; 

It is rumored that the Georgia-and 
Florida road has acquired both the Sa- 
vannah, Augusta and Northern and Sa- 
vannah and Statesboro roads, and wil) 
be operating trains through Statesboro 
in the near future. 

It is known that the Savannah, Au- 
gusta and Northern has been extending 
its line from Garfield to Stevens’ Cross- 
ing, connecting there with the Georgia 
and Florida, for some time, and that it 
is now about completed, and cars will 
be run there in a few days, but con- 
cerning tne merger, no one in States- 
boro Knows anything of it. 

This merger would give the Georgia 
and Florida a direct line from Augusta 
to Savannah, connecting with the Sa- 
vannah, Augusta and Northern at Ste- 
vens’ Crossing, and at Statesboro with 
the Savannah and Statesboro railway, 
it would go to Cuyler and connect the 
Seaboard Air Line, a distance of 20 
miles from Savannah.

RESERVATION MADE 


In Accepting Offer of Media- 
tion by the United 
States. 


Washington, January 28.—The gov- 
ernment of Santo Domingo in accept- 
ing the offer of mediation by the 
United States in its boundary dispute 
with Haiti, makes the reservation that 
Santo Domingo's course be within the 
limitations of the constitution of that

Sooner or later, it is predicted here.

as a temporary expediency. Differences 
over candidates might be fought out 
without serious splits resulting, but 
differences over fundamental govern- 
mental policies make new alignments 
inevitable in the end.

As one distinguished republican of 
the ultra-conservative class put it: “It 
simply means that one or the other of 
the old parties is going to h--l in a 
hack.”

Progressive Republican League. 


The National Progressive Republican 
League is radically different, however. 
The list of signers of its declaration 
of principles includes half a dozen gov- 
ernors, seven or eight United States 
senators, twice that number of mem- 
bers of the house and several other 
men who hdve demonstrated that they 
know how to play the game of politics. 
There are theorists and idealists in the 
Progressive Republican League, but 
most of the men behind the movement 
have gone through the grades and been 
graduated at a finishing school of real 
politics. 

Moreover, the league has backers 
with an abundance of money and a dis- 
position to spend it in any cause in 
which they enlist. Senator Bourne, the 
president of the league, and Charles R. 
Crane, of Chicago, and Gifford Pinchot, 
of Washington, who are on the ex- 
ecutive committee, are all three mil- 
lionaires who realize that they cannot 
take their money with them to the 
hereafter, and that they can get a deal 
of satisfaction out of spending it while 
they are here. 

The league has announced its inten- 
tion of forming local organizations in 
every state in an effort to gain control 
of republican machinery, and to insti- 
tute a general campaign in state leg- 
islatures for legislation embodying the 
principles it promulgates, Abundantly 
financed and directed by keen men, this 
sort of @ fight is formidable to old-line 
party men from the very outset. 

President Taft and his friends are 
maintaining a dense silence on the sub- 
ject of the progressive league, so far 
as public utterances are concerned. It 
is known, however, that they are giv- 
ing it a great deal of thought. 


Fight Against Taft. 


Privately, they do not hesitate to say 
that they regard it as manifestly a 
fight against the president. They in- 
sist that nothing will come of it, so 
far as the nomination is concerned, 
but they fear that it may have a bad

They Are Favorably Disposed 

to Main Features of the 

American-Canadian Trade | 

Agreement---How the South 
Is Affected.

“Washington, January 28.—(Special.) 
Senators Bacon and Terrell favor the 
general principle of reciprocal trade re- 
lations and lower tarff duties, and so 
announced themselves today in dis- 
cussing the suggestion of reciprocal 
tarif® legislation by the United States 
and Canada proposed to congress vy! 
President Taft. | 

Whether the two Georgia senators 
and all the other southern democrats 
will accept without amendment all] the 
provisions in the Canadian pact is 
something which further study and in- 
vestigation on their part will decide. 
They are very favorably disposed, how- 
ever. 


How South Is Interested. 

The only direct effect upon the south 
foreseen in the proposed legislation is 
the admission free of duty of “wood 
pulp and print paper. The cost of 
transportatior would prevent the south 
from being benefited by the tariff re- 
dtiction on other imports from Canada, 
but, with free wood pulp in place of 
the present duty of $3.75 and counter- 
wailing duty of $2, a considerable re- 
duction in the cost of print paper would 
be effected. This. means. a saving tu 
every daily an? weekly- newspaper and 
periodical in the country. 

Canadian exports of wood pulp made 
from lumber cut on the crown lands 
are now required to pay an export 
duty. The United States will admit, 
Canadian pulp-and print paper free of 
duty only on condition that the export 
duty on wood pulp is taken off. This 
the Dominion government is unable to 
promise, since the restrictions are the 
work of the provincial governments. 

What Terrell Says. 

Senator Terre!! said he was studying. 
the proposed legislation carefully and 
Was particularly interested in seeing 
wood pulp admitted duty free, since it 
would be an ald td newspapers and 
magazines and the cause of educa- 
tion. 

“This proposed

reciprocal tariff | 
certainly embodies 
#00d democratic doctrine,” he said, 
“and I favor the principle. It is in 
line with dempcratic platforms and 
democratic pledges. I do not believe 
looking one way and pushing another. 
If the republicans did not adopt this! 
measure now. the democratic house 
will most certainly take it up and pass 
it as a tariff revision measure next 
Session. This legislation, since it af 
fects revenue, must originate in the 
Rouse.” 


Senator Hacon's Views. 

Senator Bacon said: ‘As a general 
proposition, | am in favor of anything 
that will reduce the tariff, and more 
particularly and especially the tariff 
on the necessaries of life. I think the 
present cost of Hving is a tremendous 
evil which should be removed, or ame!l- 
forated as far as possible. At the 
same time, I\have not been able to 
‘give the schedules transmitted to con- 
@ress by the president such careful ex- 
amination as would enable me to express. 
any definite opinion in regard to the 
edvisability of the proposed legisla- | 
tion affecting specific articles, further 
than the point already stated, that I 
am generally in favor of reductions 
fin the tariff. The schedules submitted 
by the president are very voluminous, | 
covering sixty closely printed pages of 
matter and figures. To carefully exam- 
ine and digest the same would require 
considerable time. ’”’

to which he refers, is as follows: 
“Messrs. London & Elder, Atlanta, 
Ga.—Gentlemen: I read from The Con- 
stitution this morning your article, 
headed ‘Hog Story Stirs Warm Discus- 
sion.’

July and August: Then, in September, 
the hogs were turned in a field where I; 
had gathered corn and left the old-'! 
fashion field pea for them to clean out. |

gather their rations there, as they had | 
done all the year, feeding them a small | 
amount of corn at night as a change. | 
After the peanuts were exhausted, they

Chicago, January 27.—The number 
of idle freight -cars in the United 
States and Canada; as shown by the 
report of the American Railway As- 
sociation today, is on the increase. On 
January 18, the date on which the re- 
pert was completed, there were 122,297 
idle cars, more than twice that of 
January 19, 1910. 

There is an increase of 11,114 idle 
coal cars, while the surplus box cars 
ave decreased 832 cars, due’ to in-| 
creased demands for vox cars in the 
west and northwest. : 

‘ Railroad men give three reasons for 
the surplus: : 

First, snow and storms in 1910 tied 
up many cars and brought out all the 
empty cars the railroads could obtain. 

Second, the low ebb at which iron 
and steel mills and the big manufac- 
tories are operating. z 

Third, enforcement of rules of the 
interstate commerce commission for 
prompt unloading of cars.

They Are Linked ‘by the 
Identity of Interest. 


According to Report Made by 
the Commerce Commission. 
Some Figures of Earnings 
and Dividends by the Ex- 


press Companies. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, January 28.—(Special.) 
The practical identity of interest link- 
ing together the railroads and express 
companies of the country Is made clear 
in the first report on express company 
statistics issued by the tnterstate com- 
merce commission, which has just been 
given out. 

The information contained in this 
report will be made the basis of ac- 
tion regulating the rates charged by 
express companies, of which genera! 
complaint has been made that they 
are unreasonably and unduly high. 

Business of an Express Company. 

The principal business of an ex- 
press company is to collect and deliver 
packages and safeguard them ‘tn 
transit. Its only expenses are those 
of collecting and delivering’ ship- 
ments, the salaries and expenses 
train employees who safeguard the 
shipments in transit and handle them 
en route, payments for loss and dam- 
ages ang the matintenance of offices 
and warehouses. 

It has none of the impressive volume 
of expense connected with construct- 
ing and maintaining lines of road, 
terminals in the center of 
cities, the upkeep of a vast army of 
employees and the other items of exe 
pense connected with the operation 
of railroads. 

But 9n the end the expregs company 
is simply a branch of the railroads 
over which it operates. lor the trans- 
portation service rendered by the rail- 
roads the express companies pay about 
one-half of their gross income. As 
further evidence of the community of 
interest express rates by contract 
agreement are usually fixed at not lesa 
than 150 per cent of the rates charged 
for fast freight. The railway com- 
pany furnishes the necessary cars, 
keeps them in good repair, 
heat ang light, carries the messengers 
of the express companies, as well as 
the safes, packing trunks and all 
necessary equipment, and even trans- 
ports the horses, wagons and supplies 
needed by the express company in 
conducting its business. These are car- 
ried either by freight or in express 
cars. So the working agreement be- 
tween express company and railroad 
company is very close. 

What Railroads Furnish. 

Officers and employees of express 
companies traveling on business of the 
company are transported free by the 
railroads, and the latter furnish space 
in all its depots, stattons and other 
buildings for the storage and handling 
express matter. Hailroad station 
agents may be employed by the ex- 


press company and baggagemen of the 
roads may be utilized as express mes- 


sengers. The railway company trans- 
mits free of charge over its wires 
messages of the express companies 
which operate over its lines. The 
railway companies and express com- 
panies are very friendly. 

In every instance the railway com- 
pany has the right to examine the 
books, records and accounts of the 
express company as far as they relate 
to the business done under the con- 
tract and may require reasonable safe- 
guards and checks to secure accurate 
accounting. There is no disposition 
whatever to treat the railroad as an 
outsider, though the express company 
keeps all the books and accounts and

Earnings of Southern Express Co. 

The gross earnings of the Southern 
Express Company, according ‘to re- 
ports made to the commission, amount- 
ed to $12,732,957, out of which sum the 
company paid to the railroads over 
which it operated $6,134,420, leaving as 
its part of the operating revenue the 
sum of $6,598,536. 

The company was organized in Geor- 
gia on July 5, 1861, and authorized to 
issue 5,000 shares of stock, of which 
558 shares were issued. In 1866 the 
number of shares was increased to 
30,000 ang distributed pro rata among 
the stockholders. In 1875 the number 
of shares was increased from 
to 60,000, former shareholders receiv- 
ing five new shares for three of the 
old issue. It is not stated what was 
realized by the origina: stockholders 
from these several distributions, and 
the report does not give the total divi- 
dends in stock and cash declared in 
the last fifty years, but it is enor- 
mous. The entire stock is owned by 
thirty persons. 

The shares of stock entitle the 
holder to a share in the entire prop- 
erty and profits of the company, 
have no par value either on their face 
or on the books of the company. -

32,000 pounds, for 
Bowden @ecelved a check 
for more than $1,650. The remaining 
two loads of this lot are to be taken 
up and shipped us when fully finished 
fat in about twenty days. After look- 
ing over these Mr. Bowden remarked 
that his friend, Mr. J. E. Gross, would 
be at the bank at 9:30 o’clock with his 
automobile, and we would go out to 
see some cattle that Mr. Gross was 
feeding, also some other cattle around 
fn that section. 

Mr. Gross called for us in his ma- 
chine at the stated hour. About 65 
miles out we reached the plantation of 
Mr. Gross. Here we found a fine new 
barn, with a large bunch of Tennessee 
short-horn red Durham steers, weigh- 
ing 1,200 pounds, which will soon be 
ready for the market and will be as 
fine a bunch of cattle as has ever been 
produced by any feeder in the south. 
These are the first steers that Mr. 
Gross has ever fed, and he expects to 
feed extensively from this time on, 
as he is very much enthused in the 
undertaking. 

One Hundred Prime Steers. 

From Mr. Gross’ place, about 3 
further, we stopped to see, as Mr. 
den puts it, “his country cattle.” Here, 
indeed was a wonderful sight—a mag- 
nificent new barn, with every modern 
convenience for the feeding, handling 
and watering of cattle, the water sup- 
ply being forced by means of hydraulic 
pumping to a large storage tank, and 
from there distributed-to the various 
watering stations through pipe lines. 
At this barn Mr. Bowden had 100 prime 
steers that were coming along right, 
and will be ready for market at vary- 
ing intervais from February 16 to 
March 165. 

Then our party drove through the 
country to Harlem to see other cattle. 
We found Mr. W. E. Hatcher, a prom- 
inent business man of Harlem, and

He also had two carloads, or 65 head, 
of as fine steers as could be produced 
in any section of the country. These 
cattle were bought to come to Atlanta.

One of the interesting features of 


this visit was to learn that these cat-

tle are all being fed on cotton seed i 


meal and hulls, a by-product of our 
farmers’ idol, “King Cotton.” 

Every one of these men who were 
visited are large cotton producers, and 
are feeding these cattle, expecting their 
greatest remuneration to be derived 
through the increased production of 
cotton brought about by the enormous 
quantities of valuable natural fert’- 
Mizer obtained for their lands, uni also 
through the marketing of their cot- 
ton seed meal and hulls in a more 
profitable way than in the old manner; 
or, in othér words, they seem to recog- 
nize the fact that the farmer will get 
more out of his cotton seed meal aid 
hulls through feeding the same to live 
stock than by selling same to dealers 
and speculators. The western farmer 
has long since found the best market 
for his grain is through his live stock. 

The cattle inspected were all good, 
and the men feeding them were en- 
thusiastic. While I bought on this trip 
more than four hundred head of cattle, 
I was assured that McDuffie and Co- 
lumbia counties would not have less 
than 2,000 head for us next season. 

All Interested. 

I was very much encouraged to see 
the interest manifested in this indus- 
try not confined to the farmer. For 
there was the banker, manufacturer, 
business man, and the farmer, who 
have gone into the business to stay, 
and you may look for this particular 
section to stand right at the top rank 
in the production of live stock, and 
from the efforts of the men now be- 
coming engaged, we may look for 
some of the finest specimens to be 
produced. I don’t believe that it is a 
far distant day when Georgia will do 
her part in the supply of live stock. 

Certainly, these two counties have 
set a good pace, when with the wind-up 
of the one day’s transactions over $25,- 
000. worth of live stock had been sold, 
But not alone should be noted the 
progressive thrift of the prominent 
citizens of this section, for the splen- 
did old-fashioned supper served by 
Mrs. Bowden at the close of the day, 
before the return to Atlanta, was typ- 
ical of the truest traditions of genuine 
old-time southern hospitality.

REAL ESTATE TALK |

These river towns are not always 
whet they are cracked up to be. A 
real estate agent once had occasion to 
look up ae piece of property in a city 
that was situated on the banks of a 
big river. The property wag described 
as fronting on Second avenue and the 
real estate man found it al] eight, The 
buflding faced the river front, and be- 
tween it and the river bank there was 
a space about half the width of a city 
street. Why wae it called Second ave- 
nue? “Where is First avenue?’ he 
asked an old citizen. Pointing out, 
about halfway to the middle of tlie 


nue used to be out there.’ 


So the bdDig river on the banks of 

ich the early cities were built, is 
not alway@ @n unmixed blessing. The 
inland. city on the hille has Ks com- 
pensations; the railroads have anni- 
hilated practically every shipping ad- 
vantage possessed by river cities. On 
the lordly Mississippi the good old 
~ lie idle, fastened to the 
docks, while freight trains are groan- 
ing under traffic. In the latest census 
counts Cincinnati, Louisville, Memphis, 
New Orleans and Augusta appeared 
stationary as compared with the rapid 
growth of Atlanta. Let no citizen of 
Atlanta feel the least bit worried when 
some stranger remarks that we can- 
not have a big city here because we 
are not on a water course.

When the great statesman, John C. 
Calhoun, put his finger on a certain 
spot on the map, end said “There will 
be a grat city some day,’ he was 
pointing at Marthasville, the name of 
Atlanta. Many people regard the loca- 
tion of this city as artificial and acci- 
dental; but_the truth is that Atlanta 
is located in a place where natural 
conditions called for a big city. Just 
as Chicago is at the base of three great 
lakes, so Atlanta is at the base of the 
mountains. Start from the head of 
navigation on any of the rivers in 
Georgia and strike out towards the 
interior with an engineer’s transit and 
you will run through Atlanta. Let 
no one suppose that the continued and 
remarkable growth of this city is un- 
natural, or sudden or unexpected. It 
was as inevitable as destiny. 


There ig more opportunity to the 
square inch tn Atlanta than in any 
Other city in the United States. In 
every line of business it is brimful of 
Chances to make good and show what 
is in the individual. Nowhere do en-' 
ergy, enterprise and intelligence stand 
the showing they do in Atlanta. [If a 

ung fellow cannot make good here, 
he is spending railroad fare uselessly 
to go somewhere else. Opportunity is 
here, not yonder.

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Our Spanish-American Neigh- 
bors Not Helpless. 


(Henry Mann in February Columbian.) 

The Spanish-Americans are of warm- 
er temper than the people of the United 
States. .They fly to arms on slighter 
provocations; but their conflicts are 
qeereny brief, if also usually flerce. 
We of North America are more delib- 
erate in deciding upon action, but thor- 
ough and relentless once the Rubicon 
has been crossed. The north spared 
to resource in bringing the civil war 


to a@ successful conclusion; the south 
fought to the extreme of utter exhaus- 
tion. In Spanish America a conflict 
| with similar motives and aims would 
have ended probably in a few weeks or 
months. 

And yet the Spanish-Americans are 
quite capable of fighting to the point of 
annihilation in a cause they believe 
to ke right. This was shown in the 


] terrible combat between nations that 


left Paraguay almost deprived of its 
male population; it was shown in the 
resistance of Juarez and his followers 
to French aggression in Mexico. 

Only the thoughtless and ignorant 
regard Spanish America as an easy field 
for alien conquest. Napoleon, when at 
the height of his power, deemed that 
the subiection of Spain would be an 
easy task. But the Spanish enterprise 

roved his ruin fully as much as the 
nvasion of Russia, and while it is true 
that British valor and the genius of 
Wellington were decisive factors in the 
result, the Spaniards themselves struck 
telling biows for their own liberation. 

The Spanish-Americans share with 
the people of Old Spain that rémark- 
able capacity for recovering from ap- 
parently hopeless conditions whitch 
seems inherent in the Latin and celtic 
races. A strong invader might occupy 
their citfes, but he would be met on 
every side by a cruel guerrtlla warfare 
that would make lasting occupation im- 
possible. The earlier scenes of the 
Peninsular war would be re-enacted on 
American soil. 

It would be wise to dismiss the idea 
that our Spanish-American neighbors 
are helpless. policy, not less than 
equity, should lead the United States 
to treat the Spanish-American nations 
as fully entitled to all the rights of 
free and independent sovereignsties. 


Baltimore---Where People Live 
in Houses. 


(Harrison Rhodes, in Harper's Maga- 
zine for February.) 


Baltimore, among great cities, would 
neem to be the paradise of the small 
income. Nothing is perhaps really 
cheap in this country nowadays, but by 
comparison life in the Maryland me- 
tropolis is actually within the reach of 
‘all. Supplies, to employ the term most 
comprehensively, are abundant. And 
house rents are low. 

The term house rents is used advis- 
ediy. In all other towns of™so great 
a population you must say flat rents. 
But in all Baltimore there can scarcely 
be more than a dozen “apartment build- 
ings.’ This statement is meant liter- 
ally, not as a picturesque exaggeration; 
though for a New Yorker, for example, 
it ts only by a far flight of the imagi- 
nation that such a condition of things 
can be conceived. Baltimore ig, broad- 
ly speaking, a city of small houses, the 
pleasantest large settlement of the 
moderately rich and the moderately 
poor in our whole country. There is 
plenty of money in Baltimore, but there 
are few great fortunes; 
do it there on a modest ten millions, 
and in something considerably less pre- 
tentious than a New York or Chicago 
palace. The standard of expenditure is 
low. This helps the masses, too. And 
the curious land tenure system which 
still survives from colonial days makes 
it possible for the man of modest 
means to own his own house. There 
are almost no free holde in Baltimore; 
all houses are subject to a ground rent. 
From :certain points of view this may 
be an iniquitous system; it nevertheless. 
enables a family to “settle itself” at 
the beginning of its career. 

On a modest workingman’s income 
you may live in a delightful toy-like 
little red brick house with fresh paint, 
green shutters, and the whitest of 
white steps. Your house may be only 
ten feet wide and a story and a half’ 
high, but it is a dignified, self-respect- 
ing habitation. and your castle as no 
@at can ever be. Near you, in what- 
ever quarter of the town you may live, 
are probably pleasant squares planted 
with wide-branching trees, or streets 
gay with grass plots, flower beds, foun- 
tains, statues. Only in Baltimore do 
such boulevards run through regiong 
of the tiniest, simplest houses. All this, 
if you are to view towns with some 
wish for the well-being and “happiness 
of humanity, makes Baltimore a really 
comforting place.

When the 
conscious personality has a desire the 
mind knows nothing of it and there re- 
suits the involuntary spirit of unrest 
known as nervousness 

Among scientists working upon this 
theory it is an axiom that “‘every state 
of nervousness denotes something lack- 
ing by the unconscious personality,” 
and it ts to raise this boycott upon 
the unconscious personality that Dr.

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London, January 28.—English au- 
thors are the most public-spirited men 
of letters in the world. Marriott Wat- 
son, the novelist, has just started a 
practical scheme for establishing a na- 
tlonal fund to meet disasters through 
the co-operation of villages. It needs 
only a little imagination to foresee 
for the emergency committees which 
will be formed a useful and important 
future. 

“It is probable that as yet we are 
nly at the beginning of this new sys- 
tem for our social needs,” says Mr. 
Watson. “Committees, such as I have 
suggested, naturally would have been 
set in motion, say, for the soldiers’ 
fund at the time of the Boer war, and 
would be available for any cause which 
touched the interest and anxiety of 
the nation. The main point is that 
the national life would ‘be all the fuller 
for the feeling of interdependence 
which would be created and the peo- 
ple In the remotest villages would feel 
that they were practically in the life 
of the country-at-large.”’ 

Mr. Watson is a big man, with gray 
eyes and strong features.

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NO OLD-AGE PENSIONS WANTED 
BY THE PAUPERS OF ENGLAND 


(From a Staff Correspondent.) 
London, January 28.—‘How to Live 
Well on $1.25 a Week” is the title of 
a book which frugal young husbands 


made wives. It has been suggested that 
Llioyd George, the chancellor of the 
exchequer, should invest in a few 
thousand copies and present them to 
the inmates of the English workhouses. 

For these English paupers are dis- 
playing a disgusting lack of thrift, 
not to say of gratitude. When the old- 
age pensions act became a law a year 
ago a howl was raised bythe socialists 
and labor men because it didn’t take in 
paupers, the term “pauper’’ being ap- 
plied technically to those already in 
receipt of relief under the poor law, 
Lloyd George, Whe always has his ear 
to the ground, lost no time in ex- 
plaining that the only reason he didn't 
give it to the -paupers as well as to 
those who had managed during their 
seventy years of life to Keep out of 
the workhovse was because he hadn't 
the money. He promised that the 
“pauper disqualification” should be re- 
moved on January 1, 1911, and he has 
kept his word; but now, astonishing as 
it may seem, it appears that the 
paupers don’t want it removed. 

The truth is that these destitute old 
people don’t think they can live well 
on $1.25 a week, which is the arnfount 
of the state old-age pension. They 
prefer to remain in the comfortable 
workhouses, where they are housed, 
fed and clothed, and have servants to 
wait on them, at a cost to the state of 
something like $2.50 per week a head, 
They don’ see how, if the state has to 
spend $2.50 at wholesale rates to care 
for them, they can look after them- 
selves at retail for half the sum. 

There are in the workhouses in Eng- 
land and Wales about 70,000 old peo- 
ple who are eligible for old-age pen- 
sions, and so far only 15 per cent of 
them have applied for the pensions. In 
London only 10 per cent of those 
eligible have applied. Most of the oth- 
ers say frankly that they are quite 
comfortable as they are, and that they 
don’t intend to undertake the worry 
snd trouble of doing for themselves on 
so ridiculously small a dole. What is 
more, the workhouse masters declare 
that they expect to see half of those 
who have applied for pensions back 
again in the workhouses within a 
month. Some of them are still more 
optimistic, and expect their 


attitude is justified by conversations 
with the prospective pensioners, most 
of whom have only the vaguest ideas 
of how they are going to manage their 
new-found wealth. One old fellow of 
80, in a London workhouse, told the 
master that he proposed to live in a 
lodging house and pay 12 cents a night 
for his bed. When it was pointed out 
that ‘the would have only 41 cents a 
week left for food and clothing, he 
replied airily that he would do a little 
peddling to help out. He had no answer 
when the prison master reminded him 
that a peddler’s license costs $125 in

But some of the paupers are more 
sensible. An old fellow in the city of 
London workhouse, when he was asked 
if he didn’t want to apply for a pen- 
sion, replied: “Not me. I’d pay $2.50 
a week gladly, if I had it, to be kept 
where I am. Why, I have meat every 
day, and all I want to eat. I have a 
good bed and plenty of fire and an 
armchair to sit in, and all the papers 
and books I want to read, and I have 
lots of people to talk to. And, above 
all, I have not to do a hand's turn of 
work unless I want to. If I took 
$1.25 I would have to go to live with 
my daughter, who is a widow with five 
children, and lives in an East End 
tenemet. I would have to share my 
food with them, and. I would have no 
fire and only a pile of rags to sleep on, 
and no one to talk to. No, thanks, I 
am going to stay here as long as you 
will keep me.” 

Many of the workhouse masters be- 
Heve that most of the old people who 
apply for pensions will have a day or 
two's spree with the first $1.25, and 
then will return to the workhouse 
penniless. 

The whole thing, of course, is 4 
cheap politician’s bid for popularity. 
The cry of “pensions for the aged” 
sounds very well, but even in England 
$1.25 a week is no use to anyone who 
has not some other source of income. 
In many cases during the last year 
coroners have denounced the act ag 
the direct cause of many of the deaths 
they inquired into. Old people tried to 
live on the pension and died from 
privation, and many who didn’t dle 
gave up the struggle and entered the 
workhouses after they had shortened 
their lives in the effort.

Scheme of State Insurance for 
Sickness and Invalidity Draft- 
ed by Chancellor of Ex- 
chequer May Be Launched at 
Once.

London, January  28.—-(Special.)— 
The inquiry made by the privy coun- 
cil on appeal from the,supreme court 
of Burmah has developed the fact that 
graft in the shape.of padded payrolls 
in the khedhah department (elephant 
hunting) ts rampant, in fact as bad as 
it is in the British (Indian) army. 
Three of the principal officers who 
were convicted appealed. 

The government alleged that there 
were only 292 hunters In a certain 
expedition. ‘she defendants, it was 
alleged, had cooked up the accounts 
s0 as to make it appear 348 men had 
taken part. 

The defendants appealed to the privy 
council, which has decided. against the 
grafters. 

The government has been advised 
that there is crookedness on @ large 
scale in other Indian bureaus and de- 
partments, and it -is intimateg that 
investigators are at work in them to 
learn the extent of the stealing.” 


State Insurance, 

The scheme of state insurince for 
sickness and invalidity,, which has 
been drafted by the chancellor of the 
exchequer, may be launched this ses- 
sion. T..e main outlines of the scheme 
as drafted are as folleow:: 

Comvulsory insurance for sicknes« 
and invalidity for the whole of the 
working population of the country 
whose incomes are below’ the income 
tax level of £160 a year. 

The minimum insurance is to. be 
5s a week, this to be the limit of the 
state compulsory scheme; al] ingur- 
ance beyond the fixed minimum of 6s 
per week being a purely voluntary 
insurance by the member with tie 
friendly seciety. The minimum in- 
surance of 69 a week will be guaram- 
teed by the state. ; 

The pertivd which the state insurance 

ws ye2"s 
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of iife between 16 and 70. 

The cdntribution needed to provide 
a sickness insurance of 5s a week 
will be calculated by the gévernment 
actuaries, and the cost will *e met 
one-half by the workman insrrer and 


the remaining half in equa) propor- 


tlons by the employer and the state. 

The proposed scheme of insurance, 
b8ing compulsory and universal in its 
application, so far as the whole of 
the working population is concerned, 
will accept the risks of all lives, good 
and bad. 

The scheme makes provision for the 
establishment of a central adminis- 
trative oouncfl, composed of repre- 
sentatives of the government, the 
friendly societies and employers of 
labor, to deal with all questions which 
arise under the working of the scheme. 


England Concerned, 


England is much concerned over the 
report that 60,000 stand of arms and 
some six millions of cartridges, part 
of Japan's spoils of war taken at Port 
Arthur, have been sold to Abyssinia. 

The price paid is not stated, but the 
seller states that he has already been 
paid. It is not improbable that a 
good deal more will be heard of this 
matter, as the British government has 
been making anxious inquiry with a 
view of finding out why the arms and 
ammunition were bought. 


British warships have been patrol- 
ling the waters at the entrance of the 
Persian gulf for more than a year to 
prevent the illicit trade in rifles on 
the northwest frontier of India. 

Captures have been made, sometimes 
after severe conflicts. An encounter 
at Dibai, near Lingah, resulted in the 
loss of four British seamen killed, one 
missing and nine wounded. 


A Calamity Howler.

The Oldest City of the World. 


According to the Mohammedans., 
Abraham first received the divine rev- 
elation of the unity of Wod in Danas: 
cus; and Josephus says that the tewn 
was founded by Uz, the great-greal- 
S@randson of Noah. The Bible tells us 
that Abraham had a steward who came 
from Damascus, and we know that 
King David besieged ‘ang conquere. 
the place. There is no doubt that it 
is one of the oldest, if not the very 
oldest, town upon earth. It was in ex- 
istence before the days of Ramesses. be- 
fore Alexander sprang into greatness 
at the mouth of the Nile. and while 
Nebuchadnezzar was chewing grass in 
the gardens of Babylon. It was old 
long before Athens had begun to be, 
and was already gray-naired when 
Rome was a baby. It antedates anv 
of the cities of the present, and it is 
now one of the most Liriving centers 
of the Mohammedan world 


The Rivers of Naaman, 

Damascus lies on the eastern side of 
the Lebanon mountains about 150 
miles northeast of Jerusalem, and, as 
the crow flies, about 53 miles from the 
Mediterranean sea. It is an oasis city, 
being surrounded by deserts. It is fed 
by two rivers which flow out of great 
springs in the mountains of Lebanon 
and makes green this sandy plain in 
which they are lost. These two are the 
Abana and Pharpar of the Bible. You 
remember how Naaman, the leper, re- 
ferred to them when Elisha told him 
to @€o and wash in the Jordan seven 
times and his flesh would be clean. 
Whereupon Naaman replied: 

“Are not Abana and Pharpar rivers 
of Damascus better than all the waters 
of Israel? May I not wash in them 
and be clean?’’ So he turned and 
went away in a rage. 

You remember also how one of his 
servants told Naaman that Elisha was 


asking a ilittle thing of him and how) 


he then went down and bathed in the 
Jordan, “and his flesh came again, like 
unto the flesh of a little child, and he 
Was clean.”’ 

As we stand on the hill of Moham- 
med at the northwest end of the city 
auu 100K at Damascus we do not 
wonder at Naaman’s cotémpt of the 
Jordan. The latter is a winding, rocky, 
semi-alkaline stream which flows 
through a desert, the great gorge or 
depression of Ghor. it has a scanty 
vegetation along its banks and it flows 
through a valley of death to the great 
Sait sea, known as “The Dead Sea.” 
The Abana and Pharpar are  pude 
mountain streams, and the Abana is 
one of the most beautiful of the whole 
world. 1 have traveled along it almost 
to its source. It is a rushing river 
of pure, clear, green water which 
Spreads life over all that it touches. 
Together with the Pharpar it makes 
Sreen the great plain which lies be-

A Pearl, a Spoon or a Camel, 

Now turn your eyes to the citv it- 
self. With its gardens and orchards 
surrounded by deserts it lies under 
magnificent mountains. There

The town has been compared to a 
pearl. It.«is shaped very like one. My 
guide, Shammas, who stands beside 
me, tells me it looks like a camel, and 
a second glance shows me the head 
and neck of the beast veaching out 
to a point where lies a railway sta- 
the road going to Mecca. The 
road itself is the long neck of the 
camel and farther back is the body, 
the minarets forming the hump. “Now 
look again,’ says Shammas, “and ses 
if it is not like a fan!” ‘Very much 
so,” I reply, “and it is also Hike a 
great spoon with a long slender handle 
and large oval bow'!l.”’ 

To come down to details, Damascus 
is an expanse of pearly white, tinged 
with the pink of its roofs. The build- 


| ings rise high over the green, and out 
of 


them, like fingers pointing to 
heaven, are the minarets of 200 
mosques, with the mighty dome of the 
Great Mosque in the center. At the 
right of the latter are the arched 
roofs of bazaars which have been 
famous for ages, and away off from 
the rest is a big yellow building with 
a roof of red tiles: That is the center 
of Mohammedan fanaticism. It is the 
barracks where thousands of Moslem 
soldiers are quartered. More than 
12,000 troops are kept there, and in a 
time of uprisings and massacres, such 
as that of last spring they form the 
greatest danger to Christians. 
Damascus is a Mohammedan city. It 
has about 300,000 people, and four- 
fifths of them follow the prophet. It 
has also, about 30,000 Greeks, 8,000 


Jews, and lesser numbers of Syrians, | 
Armenians, Persians, and Druses, The | 
city has Mohammedan schools and the | 


students are as dangerous as those 
who denounced Colonel Roosevelt in

are very devout. One sees them read- 
ing their Korans in their shops, ani 
at every mosque I obperve a score or 
more of the faithful washing them- 
Selves before they go into their 
prayers. The mosques are full of tur- 
baned old men and young men, who 
all pray singly and in groups, and in 
many one finds companies of worship- 
ers under a leader. There are also 


explana- | 


tion of the Koran by the priests, and 
there. are men reading singly. 

The Great Mosque of Damascus. 

But come down with me from the 
hill and take a stroll through the city. 
This is Sunday, and we shail first 
visit the mosques. There are several 
large ones, where sermons are preach- 
ed every Friday, and one hundred and 
seventy-seven which might be called 
chapels, connected with which are Mo- 
hammedan. schools. Many of these 
mosques have libraries, and in all of 
them the chief study taught is theol- 
ogy, including the Koran and the tra- 
ditions of the prophets. After that 
comes law, and then philosophy, logic 
and grammar. Modern sciences are un- 
known, and all other branches of 
learning are entirely neglected. 

The chief center of Moslem relig- 
ious life is the Great Mosque. This is 
one of the finest of Mohammedan 
churches. It stands right in the cen- 
ter of the city, and it covers about 
seven acres, or almost twice as much 
space as the capitol at Washington. 
It has a great court paved with mar- 
ble, in which is a fountain, said to 
mark the half-way station on the route 
from Constantinople to Mecca. It is 
there that the worshipers bathe cer- 
tain parts of their persons before go- 
ing into their prayers. On the other 
side of this enormous court is the 
mosque proper,the oblong floor of which 
covers over an acre. Many great col- 
umns uphold its roof and other col- 
umns stand between it and the court. 

In a Mohammedan Church. 

Entering this room, we find two 
thousand men and perhaps.a hundred 
women at prayer, Nevertheless, the 
bullding seems empty. The worshipers 
are scattered over the floor. The wom- 
en are alone, and the men. dare not 
look at them, They are elosely velled 
and they do not notice us as we £0 
by.

There are strange things in the 
mosque. In its center is a marble 
chapel, supposed to stand over the 
ashes of the head of John the Baptist. 
Men are sitting before the chapel, with 
their heads facing Mecca, and they rise 
and fall as they pray to John the Bap- 
tist, the forerunner of Christ, and to 
Mohammed as the prophet of God. It 
is thus that religion, like politics, 
makes strange bedfellows. 

Heart of the Mohammendan World. 

Damascus is the heart of the Mo- 
hammedan world. At its back is Per- 
sia, altogether Mohammedan. At its 
south Palestine and Arabia, which are 
more Moslem n Christian, while at 
the north are o%® Tms of the sul- 
tan—Turkey in A “urope. All 
around it the people mmedans, 
who hate the Christiarie d massacre 
them whenever they ca®. This was 
the case last spring, when thousands 
were killed and the most terrible 
Slaughter of Christians by heathens 
known to the world took place in this 
region. Multitudes were massacred, 
and it was only because the great 
Christian nations of Europe were 
afraid of thelr pocketbooks and of the 
loss of that balance of power which 
might result from a war that the Turk- 
ish empire was not wiped out as a pun- 
ishment therefor. The matter was 
hushed up, and but little of the true 
story was told in the papers. I refer 
to the bloodshed which took place 
throughout Asia Minor when the saul- 
tan, Abdul Hamid, was overthrown and 
the present sultan and government put 
In his place, 

Mohammed's Holy Tent. 

Another strange object itn the Great 
Mosque is the holy tent of the pilgrim 
caravan, This is used during the pll- 
grimage to Meeca, which generally 
starts at Damasécus, This pilgrimage 
‘very Moslem is bound to take once in 
his life: and the followers of the 
prophet come from all parts at a cer 
tain time of the year, and rida or 
march toward their holy city, 

As they approach Mecca they teke 
off their clothes, laving aside every 
thing-from the soles of their feet t 
the crowns of their heads. They then 
put on aprons, and earrying only a 
plece of oloth over the left shoulder, 
walk-into the afty, They march around 
the Kaaba, and kiss the black stone. 
They pelt Satan with rocks in the Val- 
ley of Mina, and end their pilgrimage 
with a great sacrificial feast, at which 
time the end of Lent comes and the 
festival of Betram begins.

Koran now in existence. In addition 
to the worshipers themselves, the car- 
avan has an escort of soldiers and 
Pedouins. There are also many half- 
naked dervishes who sing and howl 
and cut themselves, shouting out texts 
from the Koran, as they go on their

Within the past few months the 
iailroad which has been buildtnge from 
Damascf/s to Mecca has been almost 
completed, and it Is a question wheth- 
er this will not Cause this great cafa- 
van to become a thing of the past as 
far as the travel between Damascus 
and Mecca is concerned. A pilgrimage 
also starts out from Cairo and one 
of these not long ago was headed by 


tho present khedive. 


At Fatima’s Tomb, 

stay here I have gone 
to take a look at 
tomb of Mohammed’s favorite 
daughter. As I remember it, Moham- 
med had several wives, in addition to 
the four which he allows to each of 
his followers. His first wife was 
Khadija, the widow whose fortune 
first made him prominent, and whose 
servant he was. As I remember it, she 
was his first convert. Two of his oth- 
er wives and Fatima are buried here, 
and Thursdays many veiled women 
come to mourn at their graves. Fati- 
ma’s tomb is a little domed mosque 
about fifteen feet square with a pray- 
ing alcove facing toward Mecca. Fa- 
tima lies in a marble sarcophagus, 
which stands on a pedestal covered 
with green velvet and with a piece of 
cloth at its head. Ag I looked 
at the tomb I saw several rags tied 
to the bars of the window and was 
told that they were put there as the 
pledges of sick persons showing that 
they would give money to the mosque 
if they should be cured. 

The tomb of Saladin, the great Mo- 
hammedan general who fought Europe 
during the crusades, is also in Damas- 
cus. When the emperor 
eame here he wished to lay a crown 
of gold on it, but this was ‘contrary 
to the principle of the Mohammedan 
religion, which will not allow such 
things in thelr mosque. Therefore, 
they built an alcove running from the 
mosque outside and it is there that this 
crown is now Kept under glass doors. 

In the Footsteps of St. Paul. 

I have spent some time .during my 
stay in Damascus in hunting up the 
footsteps of St. Paul, the apostle. You 
will remember that he was one of the 
Jewish officials and was “breathing out 
threatening and slaughter against the 
disciples of the Lord” when he got the 
high priest to give him letters to the 
synagogues of Damascus, that he 
might bring such Christians as he 
found there to Jerusalem for trial. He 
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was on his way here and was not 
far from the city when the light from 
heaven shined found him and: blinded 
him and the Lord said unto him: 

‘T am Jesus whom thou persecutest; 
it is hard for thee to kick against the 
pricks.” 

You remember how the blind 
Or Saul, as he was then called, 
led into Damascus and taken to tte 
named Ananias, not

You recall how when he came 
there he again received his sight and, 
being converted, was baptized.

In the Street Called Straight. 

It was in the street called Straight 
that Ananias met Paul. This is one 
of the principal highways of the Dam- 
ascus of today. It leads from the 
chief gate on the south to the bazaars, 
and is about the onitly straight street 
in the city. It goes right through 
Damascus, and is so wide that two or 
three carriages can pass within ft. It 
is the cemter of traffic, and while 
there I saw caravans of camels, 
donkeys and horses bringing in and 


taking out all kinds of goods. One 
line of camels was loaded with poplar 
trees as long as telegraph poles, the 
ends of which dragged the road as 
they walked. Behind them came 
donkeys with panniers of green cu- 
cumbers, and horses lhaded with bas- 
kets of Jaffa oranges, each as big as 
the heaq of a baby. I me@an_ the 
oranges. A mute followed the’ horses. 
It was koaded with butter from ine 
interior; the butter being packed in 
black leather bottles of the shape and 
size of a tin dinner bucket. 

Where St. Paul Was Let Down in a2 

Basket, 

Saint Paul had a lively time in 
Damascus. He preached in the syna- 
rogue and confounded the Jews. After 
a while the Jews took counsel to kill 
him, and they watched the gates day 
and night for that purpose. It was 
then that his friends took him by 
night and let him down over the wall 
in a basket. You may read about this 
Mm Acts ix, and in Corinthians ii, 11. 
Paul himself states that the governor 
of the city sent a garrison to arrest 
him, and that it was through a win- 
dow in the wall that he was let down 
in a basket and escaped. 

This very place is now shown, and 
I have made a photograph of the spot. 
The wall is a great structure of stone, 
with a mud wall on top. There is a 
house on the top at the place indi- 
cated. This has windows with great 
bars across them, and it is very easy 
to imagine how St. Paul might have 
been let-down from such a place when 
he made his escape.

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Discovering a New Crop. 

In Harper’s for February, Protessor 
Robert Kennedy Duncan tells how the 
great camphor industry has been re- 
cently revolutionized: by a simple dis- 
covery. Heretofore the camphor has 
been extracted from the wood of the 
tree and its branches, thereby destroy- 
ing the tree. Dr. Duncan, after visit- 
ing Jamaica, found a new method by 
which the tree is preserved and an an- 
nual crop guaranteed. 

“In order to solve the questions [I 
brought back with me to the Univer- 
sity ef Kansas nearly a ton of material, 
which we worked up to the last ounce. 
We extracted the best of the camphor 


‘and the ofl of camphor from the wood 
‘of the trunk, from the branches, 


the 
twigs, the green leaves, the dry leaves, 
and the dead leaves, and we obtained 
results which afforded us profound as- 
tonishment and great joy. We thought 
we had made a great discovery, and as 
a matter of fact we had, though un- 
fortunately for us, these results had 
just been anticipated by the work of 
Messrs. Campbell and Eaton in Ma- 
laya, and by the director of the Bio- 
logical Station at Amani, East. Africa. 


Since, however, our results absolutely | 


confirm the work of these gentlemen, 
and since they are so important to the 
whole great camphor-growing industry, 
I gwive them here. As a matter of fact, 
and speaking in averages, our results 
analyzed out as follows: 
. as «0.61 per cent crude camphor 
.. 1.0 per cent crude camphor 
..2.37 per cent crude camphor 
.. 2.52 per cent crude camphor 
Dead leaves .. .. ..1.80 per cent crude tamphor 
“These results are extraordinarily 
high, owing partly to the fact that the 
material had undergone a considerable 
amount of drying in its long transport 
from Jamaica to Kansas, and partly, 
too, I believe, to the ideal weather con- 


' ditions that obtain in Jamaica for the 


growth of essential oils. But it is the 


90 cents a day for a native Formosan 
and $1.99 a day for a Japanese. The 
price of labor in Jamaica is a shilling 
aday. Now, as a matter of fact, in a 
five-year-old tree the mass of its leaves 
weighs 7.05 per cent of the total bulk 
of the tree. The proper method, .there- 
fore, without destruction to the tree, 
is to regularly harvest its leavés for 
their excessively large camphor con- 
tent; costly expeditions into savage in- 
teriors and the total destruction of 
mature trees are’ wholly unnecessary.” 
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| proportional amounts to which I draw 
atténtion. The wood of the camphor 
tree contains an insignificant fraction 
of the camphor contained in the green, 
dry and dead leaves. This is to be cor- 
related with the indisputable fact, as 
proved by Mr. Malcolm, of Jamaica, 
and others the world over. that the 
leaves can. be harvested regularly with- 
out any Injury to the tree. These two 
facts, taken together, place both the 
huge camphor monopoly of Japan and 
its synthetic manufacture in Germany 
and elsewhere in a position that would 
be laughable were it not rather pitiful. 
Both. types of organization proceeded 
on the assumption that the centuries- 
old traditional method of extraction 
was the only one. In order to continue 
it, the Japanese felled only trees fifty 
years old, and extracted the drug from 
the wood only, leaving the leaves out |: 
of consideration. In ov-der to carry out 
this destructive work. they ran deadly 
electric .wires through the forests to 
keep out the savages; they placed arm- 
ed men with every camp of camphor- 
workers, and they paid these workers

The acceptance by Mr. Smith’s supporters of his action as ir- 
revocable, removes the last pretext of “personality” with which 
biased critics might have sought to question The Constitution's 
campaign for a popular senatorial primary.

TESTING THE INSURGENTS’ SINCERITY. 


' \ 
There seems to be a probability that President Taft’s recipro- 


cal tariff agreement with Canada will be opposed by enough west-; 


ern congressmen, insurgents included, to jeopardize its ratifica- 
tion. 

The plea, upon which it is said they will base their position, 
is that the new arrangement removing duties upon a number of 
food imports, would invade the protective principle and work in- 
jury to their constituents, 

The principle underlying the proposed tariff pact between this 
country and the Dominion is the identical principle upon which the 
insurgents sought to have the Payne-Aldrich tariff bill framed; 
it is the principle that is the bédrock of insurgency, the disregard 
of which caused the republicans to be defeated last November. 

Now, if the insurgents are in earnest in their long fight for 
tariff reform, and for tariff laws that give a square deal to the 
consumer, they will rally to the support of the proposed Canadian 
agreement. 

Failing to do so, they will occupy the untenable position of 
being in favor of tariff reform for the rest of the country and pro- 
tection for their immediate constituents. 

Maniféstly, no tariff law can please everybody. But if fu- 
ture tariff legislation is to be built on the philosophy said to be 
advocated by the western contingent, we might as well give up all 
effort at tariff revision, and proceed to defend the status quo. 

President Taft is now confronted by pretty much the same 
kind of a crisis that wrought his undoing in connection with the 
Payne-Aldrich bill. Firmness on his part now will do much to 
vindicate him. 

If he fails to secure sufficient support for the Canadian agree- 
ment from his own party—let him call the new democratic congress 
in extra session, and give its members an opportunity to execute 
the popular mandate handed down last fall at the polls. 

There never was a better opportunity to test the sentiment of 
the country-at-large on the question of high tariff, low tariff, or 
no tariff at all, than is offered in the Canadian reciprocity treaty. 
If the country is really in favor of genuine tariff reform this treaty 
offers an entering wedge which will force the longest step ever 
taken in behalf of genuine downward revision. 

It will be interesting to observe what the republicans are going 
to do with this pet measure of their own administration. At 
this writing the conclusion seems to be that many of the prominent 
leaders of the party believe that the insurgent talk for tariff re- 
vision has created a Frankenstein which is disturbing the dreams 
even of the insurgents themselves. 
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GEORGIA’S STAKE IN CANADIAN TRADE. 


The southern states will profit directly by the new trade agree- 
ment between this country and Canada, submitted to the legis- 
lative bodies of both ‘governments and announced recently by 
President Taft, but Georgia has an immediate stake that few of 
our people realize, 

Should the American congress and the Canadian parliament 
ratify the pending agreement, the present Canadian import duty 
on fresh fruits and vegetables would be among the imposts re- 
moved. 

Last summer the Georgia Fruit Exchange shipped eighteen 
carloads of peaches to Toronto, Ottawa and Montreal. 

The duty on each crate was 38 cents, the duty on each car 
$203.30, and the total duty on the eighteen cars $3,664.40. 

The removal of the 38-cent tariff on a crate of peaches does not 
necessarily mean that all that sum would go into the pockets of the 
grower. But it does mean that the Canadian market for Georgia 
peaches would be broadened considerably and given an impetus 
which would eventually reach large proportions. 

For instance, it is reasonable to assume that Georgia peaches 
would sell more quickly in the Dominion at $2.35 than at $2.75 per 
crate. Once the 38-cent duty is removed, this great Georgia in- 
dustry will enjoy another outlet and protection against the old 
bugaboo of congested markets and low prices. 

It is just, in this connection, to give credit to I. M. Fleming, 
secretary and manager of the Georgia Fruit Exchange, for persistent 
efforts to accomplish the change now promised by governmental 
agreement. 

Last summer he took up the matter of securing a reduction of 
waiver of the duty with Georgia’s representatives and senators. On 
the 28th of last December he made similar representations to the 
National League of Commission Merchants, one of the most pow- 
erful organizations of its kind in the country. The conceding of 
what Manager Fleming asked by the conferees of both governments, 
demonstrates the fairness and timeliness of his demands in behalf 
of the Georgia peach growers. 

In another respect, that of cotton seed oil, the south will gain 
materially, the removal of the Canadian import duty on that article 
making probable an early expansion of the Canadian market for that 
leading southern product. 

Other features of the proposed tariff readjustment are important. 
The removal of the duties on hogs and sheep and other food prod- 
ucts and products of factories will indirectly benefit the cost of 
living in this country, but more directly remove the element of un- 
certainty and congestion which has heretofore favored hurtful specu- 


lation. 
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THE “AD” MEN'S CLUB.

In Atlanta, as perhaps in no other city of similar importance in 
America, the men following this o¢cupation and affiliated with the 
organization, are constantly originating and presenting movements 
looking to civic efficiency and a more intensive and ethical develop- 
ment of business methods. 

The members of the club are characterized, above all, by the 
alertness that is the keynote of our era. What they have done in 
the past to benefit the interests of Atlanta, commercially or in the 
way of general uplift, they may be relied upon to follow up with 
even greater achievements in the future.

In view of the f!nterest aroused 
throughout the country over the pend- 
ing trade agreement which is about 
to United 
States num- 
ber of the present high tariff duties 
will be removed, or at greatly 
lowered, it will be interesting for the 
fruit growers of Georgia to know that 
Manager I. M. Fleming, of the Georgia 
Fruit Exchange, has taken’ up this 
question with Secretary Wilson, of the 
United States department of agricu}- 
ture, with the view to ascertaining 
the exact status in reference to the 
duty on fruit.

Toward England. | 


Barrier Should Be Throtwn Up 


ILL England some day be changed into an ice-covered wilderness and the 
W northern United States into a tropical, palm-laden land? 

That one vigorous earthquake in the vicinity of the West Indies could 
do all this at any time is the opinion of leading scientists of to-day. 

On this page Professor Garrett P. Serviss reviews the latest theories tending 
to show that the climate of the United States and England may be transformed. 

The Gulf Stream, which, aided by the Northern Equatorial current, makes 
es climate moderate, now runs into a pocket in the Caribbean Sea and Gulf 
of Mexico, making its way out through the Florida Straits. But if its entry to the 
Caribbean were checked, then the whole force of the current would flow north of 
the West Indies, hug the great body of the North Atlantic seaboard and be turned 
south again by that coast’s configuration at the Bay of Fundy. Labrador and 
England would then change climates. 

Now, the blocking of the Gulf and the Caribbean Sea might be effected any 
day by a relatively slight raising of the ocean bed, such as is taking place to-day in 
many parts of the world, and which would form the smaller islands of the West 
Indies into a barrier across the mouth of the Caribbean.

NGLAND has just been warned again by Professor 
E Dove, one of its men of science, that its climate 
is an accident, that it really should be a frozen 
land, and that at any time a combination of the irresist. 
ible forces of nature may make {ft so. 

All that is needed is one good vigorous earthquake 
down in the West Indfes which would connect or make 
into a continuous strip the Leeward Islands, that chain 
of land dots which stretch from the southeast tip of Ja. 
maica down almost to the South American coast, and 
which are the stepping stones across the mouth of the 
warm Caribbean Sea. Or, if another convulsion should 
close the Straits of Florida, joining Cuba to the main. 
land, as It probably was in a distant past, the same re 
sulis would probably follow. 

if this geological “accident,” which is forecast by 
Professor Dove, and which is quite within tbe range of 
known possibilities, should happen, the Gulf Stream. 
that migbty curreat of warm water which sweeps north. 
ward from the tropic seas, would be deflected—and the 
deflection of the Gulf Stream would mean farewell to all 
of England's glory, a long farewell to all ber greatness. 
Her fleets would be chained fast in ice; her fertile cil- 
mate would be exchanged for fetters of glactal cold 

For it is the Gulf Stream which makes England. Once 
let it be turned aside so that it would no longer flow 
northeastward across the ocean, touching the north- 
western shores of Europe, as it now does, with its warm, 
caressing band, and there can be no doubt that not only 
the British Isles, but al) western Europe. would expert 
énce a disastrous lowering of temperature 

At the same time this “accident” would completely 
change the climate of the Eastern seaboard of the 
United States. As England grew cold, America’s coast 
would grow warmer; while London froze, New York 
would bask fn a tropical climate; when the walrus and 
Arctic birds fished In the now pleasant Thames, people 
would be gathering oranges off the trees In Central Park 
or picking cocoanuts from the palms along the Battery, 
hunting crocodiles off the Statue of Liberty or fishing 
for tarpon off Boston! For all the warmth of the Guif 
Stream would be lavished on our sbores. 

All this is no idle speculation so far as the predicted 
consequences of the change are concerned. The region 
of the West Indies is In a condition of immense volcanic 
activity. Martinique, the island which holds Mont Pelee, 
that enormous volcano whose eruption not iong ago 
wreaked euch havoc, is almost in the centre of the isl- 
and chain mentioned, whose raising into a continuous 
line would bar off the Caribbean and deflect the Gulf 
Stream. The great earthquake which destroyed Kings- 
ton, Jamaica, is still fresh in the memories of readers. 
The whole section ts one of those parts of the earth's 
crust which ts still unfinished: in which constant 
changes are occurring, and likely to keep on occurring 
for centuries to come. 

But just as England ts indebted to a current for her 
climate, so the Middle Atlantic and New England States 
are now indebted to another for theirs. Look at Map No. 
1. There you will see how as the Gulf Stream flows up- 
ward, nearly parallel with the American coast, it meets 
the cold Labrador current coming down from Baffin's 
Bay. west of Greenland. The current hugs the coast and 
brings the fleets of icebergs that cross the tracks of the 
Atlantic liners near Newfoundland.

current, which, in its turn, would thea be deflected to 
ward England. Then the British Isles and the whole 
western coast of Europe would not only be deprived of 
the warmth of the Guif Stream, but would be swept by 
the icy Arctic waters of the cold current. 

Any upheaval or subsidence in the aorth, which. 
under preseat conditions, would have the effect of turn- 
ing the Labrador current In such @ way that it would no 
longer Interpose to keep the Gulf Stream off the coasts 
of New Jersey, Long Island and New England, would 
result in Massachusetts and New York being turned into 
semi-tropical gardens, while the great metropolis would 
become as hot as Seville or Naples. 

But, with the buffer raised in the Antilles, tne effect 
would be to raise the temperature along the whole At- 
laotic Coast; Florida and the Carolinas would be hotter; 
New York and Long Island would swelter; even Nova 
Scotia and Newfoundland would feel the effects and be 
turned perhaps into Winterless, fowery Paradises! 

The effects would, of course, be confined to the At- 
lantic Coast belt, for the circulation of the air in the 
Northern Hemisphere is such that the great free plains 
of the West lying behind the Appalachian range would 
continue to enjoy about the same temperature as at 
present. There is also another circumstance arising 
from the general direction of atmospheric circulation in 
this part of the world which would tend to protect us. 
This is the fact that the prevailing direction of atmos- 
pheric movement over the United States is toward the 
east and northeast. Thus, the heat released from the 
warm waters off the coast would be carried off ocean- 
ward, rather than upon the coast lands. Névertheless, 
the wind often blows inward from the ocean, so that if 
the warm waters flowed more abundantly close in to the 
Atlantic Coast line, the heat derived from them would 
find ita way Inland at times with stifling power

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suffer most of all, because it is the British Isles which 
receive the greatest benefit from this remarkable ar- 
rangement uf Nature—an arrangement which in a geo 
logical sense can only be regarded as a temporary one. 
Let that arrangement be upset by the suggested up- 
heaval in the West Indies and the Thames River would 
be ice-locked a great part of the year, as is its sister, 
the Neva; snow drifts would choke for months the nar- 
row streets of London, and Edinburgh would be a capital 
of ice. The green fields of Ireland would resemble the 
frozen wastes of Labrador and Greenland, Scotland 
would face the terrors of another glacial epoch; the 
English Channel and the German Ocean would become 
the cruising ground for icebergs, and even the fiords of 
Norway would probably become impenetrable to ships; 
the brokers of Piccadilly would have to dress like Dski- 
mos! 

The present climate of England is one of the won- 
ders of the world. It is itself an accident. Consider- 
ing its geographical position, England has no natura! 
right to the possession of a genial climate. To under- 
stand this we have only to remember that the latitude 
of London corresponds to that of Labrador and the 
lower point of Hudson's Bay, and that Viadivostock, 
Siberia, witb its harbor ice-locked six months in every 
year, is nearer the Equator than London is. Scotland 
extends as far north as Arctic Sitka! 

in central England the sun at the equinoxes does 
not rise more than 35 degrees above the horizon, while 
in the central United States it rises 55 degrees. At the 
Summer solstiee the corresponding elevations of the sun 
are respectively about 58 and 78 degrees. At the Win- 
ter solstice the noon sun, in England, sinks to about 12 
degrees. At the same time in the central] United States 
its elevation is 32 degrees. 

The climate of England is not, then, the spontaneous 
gift of the generous sun, but the result of a local inter- 
ference by nature witb the distribution of heat on the 
surface of the earth. This interference is mainly ex- 
ercised through the Gulf Stream, which conveys a warm 
current of ocean water across the Atlantic to the doors 
of England. The heat carried by the vast quantity of 
water flowing in the Gulf Stream, and in currents 
parallel to it, suffices to offset the lack of heat supplied 
directly by the sun in a latitude so far vorth. It raises 
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the temperature over thousands of}

Let us inquire a little more closely into the nature 
of this gigantic heat-distributing engine. which car- 
ries the warmth of the equator and the tropi¢es to 
far northern latitudes. The two great westward mov- 
ing currents on both sides of the equator, crossing 
from the African to the American side of the ocean, 
have a surface temperature when they reach Cape St. 
Roque which may amount to 80 degrees or 90 degrees. 
The depth of the current there is unknown, but prob- 
ably it Is not very great. But after the waters heve 
made the circuit of the Caribbean and the Gulf. they 
are’ crowded into a very narrow space. in the Straits 
of Florida, and, like any stream in such circumstances, 
they deepen, at the same time increasing their speed. 

Not much, if any, temperature is lost while they 
are circling the West Indies, and they pour out of the 
funnel between Florida and Cuba at a epeed of at 
least sixty-five miles per day and with a depth which 
has been measured in some places of nearly 2,000 
feet, and a width of thirty miles. The surface tempera- 
ture here is from 80 to 84 degrees, but it falls off with 
depth, so that at a point half way to the bottom the 
temperature ts only 34 degrees. The speed and the 
temperature both decrease after the stream has issued 
from the Straits, and by the time that the waters have 
reached. a point south of Nantucket they move only 
about forty-six miles per day. and south of the Banks 
of Newfoundland only twenty-eight miles. 

But the temperature does not decrease as rapidly 
as the speed of translation, and even after the stream 
bas spread out into a great fan the temperature con- 
tinues to be many degrees above that which the sur- 
face of the ocean would have in the corresponding 
latitude if it depended only upon the direct radiation 
of the sun. Of course the depth of the warm water 
also decreases as it moves onward and spreads out, 
but H. R. Mill has shown that the quantity of warm 
water which reaches the northweatern shores of Eu-

north Atlantic was an argument against the suppos!i.- 
tion of ite influence on European climate, but James 
Croll showed that the argument tended just the other 
way, for it is not the direct effect of the water imping. 
ing on the British coasts which raises the temperature 
of the air, but it ts the warming effect of the water 
upon the easterly winds which pass over it, and then 
reach those coasts. 

Croll oo doubt exaggerated the quantity of heat 
conveyed by the Gulf Stream. He estimated it as 
equivalent to more than seventy-seven quintillions of 
foot-pounds. 

This is equal to about 1,500 quadrillions of caloriés, 
a calory being the quantity of heat required to raise 
the temperature of one kilogram of water (about two 
and one-fifth pounds), one degree Centigrade, or 1.8 de. 
gtees Fahrenheit In another form of statement, it is 
equivalent to all the heat received from the sun by the 
north Atlantic, from the Tropic of Cancer up to the 
Arctic Circle! 

This calculation ts based upon the assumption that 
the average temperature of the water as it issues from 
the Straits of Florida ts 65 degrees, and that the quan- 
tity of water passing per day is about sixty-seven 
trillions of cubic feet But more recent determinations 
indicate that the average temperature is less than that 
éstimated by Croll. Still, the quantity of heat conveyed 
ig enormous, and it must be remembered that the ef- 
fect of the liberation of this heat into the air anywhere 
over the face of the north Atlantic must be to raise the 
temperature of northwestern Europe, since the warmed 
air is conveyed in that direction by the prevatiling 
winds. 

It is not necessary, then, that the waters of the Gulf 
Stream should maintain their temperature until they 
reach Europe in order to produce their effect; they will 
produce it by warming the air that flows northeast- 
wardly over them. By the time that the waters them- 
selves have reached the neighborhood of the British 
coasts the temperature has fallen to about 40 degrees 
or 45 degrees, and the part of the 
current which passes north of 
Scotland and reaches the Scandi- 
mavian shores cools down, it has 
been estimated, to 30 degrees. or 
perhaps lower But itn the mean- 
time. the heat with which it has 
parted has warmed the air. and 
been distributed by the winds. 

Upon examining this remarka- 
ble situation a little more closely 
one is struck by the apparent care- 
ful adjustment of means to an end

America which has a trend toward the northwest ex. 
tends but a relatively short distance south of the 
equator, just far enough to capture and turn north- 
ward a portion of the southern equatorial current. but 
not all of it. The rest is split off at Cape St Roque 
and turned southward along the coast of Brazil. The 
part which is turned northward goes to join the waters 
of the northern current, increasing their volume and 
their store of heat, and flowing with them out through 
the Straits of Florida. If the South American coast 
extended much farther south, with its northwestward 
slope, it would capture all of the southern current, to 
add it to the Gulf Stream, and then the resulting tem. 
perature might be greater than would be agreeable to 
the sort of civilization that has grown up in the British 
Ieles. 

It might be objected to all this that we have no 
reason to think that the present arrangement of the 
coasts and islands of tropical America ig lable to 
change But that would be an assumption contradicted 
by everything that is known of the mutations of the 
earth's crust Gedlogy teaches that there is nothing 
absolutely fixed. Enormous changes of. level have 
taken place; seas have flowed where continental ex: 
panses now exist; the outlines of coasts have suffered 
tremendous changes; islands and broader lands have 
risen from the sea (as they are doing to-day), and other 
islands and broader lands have sunk from sight. 

And these changes are not merely things of ~the 
past. Similar alterations are at the’ present moment 
slowly taking place, and there is no reason why some 
of them might not occur with stunning suddenness.

So it is not altogether) 
a vain speculation to suppose that the time may come 
when disturbances of the earth’s crust will completely 
upset the existing arrangement of coasts and islands’ 
which creates the beneficent , phenomenon j,of the Gulf 
Stream. 

Let that time’come, and it Is difficult “for the “imag; 
ination to picture the consequences for Great Britain. 
No more green meadows and soft, purling brooks in 
the land of Shakespeare! No more garden parties on 
the velvety swards and: under the cooling shadows ‘of 
the oaks and elms of great noblemen’s vast estates; 
no more delightful boating on the idyllic waters of the 
upper Thames, and in the classic shades of the Cam; 
no more immense fleets, with world-terrorising guns, 
riding at anchor in Albion’s safe harbors—but instead 
a land of wintry cold, with bleak, snow-covered, wind- 
whipped hills, and valleys whose trout brooks have 
become tinkling chains rattled by Jack Frost, while 
round the coasts tage freezing tempests,.filling the 
havens with battling ice cakes!

The interest in this forecast of what would happen 
if the Gulf Stream were deflected is heightened by the 
controversy that has been and still is- waged over it. 
All the earlier authorities, Sir John Herschel, Captain 
Maury, Ferrel, James Croll,-etc.,.maintained the view 
that has fust been stated as to the enormous effects of 
the great stream on the .climate.of Great_Britaip and 
western Burope. 

General .Greely and other’ meteorologista,«on thé 
other hand, have argued that the chief cause of the 
anomalous climate of the British Isles is the existenée 
of @ great permanent area of low pressure in the vicine 
ity of Iceland.

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A KUSSIAN scientist has invented an artificial 
part of the earth that has hitherto been hidden 
from him. 

The inventor is Professor J. H. Rosing, who holds the 
chair of physics in the Nicholas I. Institute of Tech- 
nology at St. Petersburg. 

The invention ig made possible by the recently dis- 
covered Cathode rays, which are influenced and set in 
motion -by the impulse of an electric current. The 
object to be looked at tmpresses itself on a rotating 
mirror at one end of the line, is transformed into elec- 
tricity and reproduces itself at the other end by means 
of the Cathode rays acting on-a fluorescent screen. 

This wonderful apparatus can be dropped down to 
the darkest depths of the ocean, into the heart of a 
fiery volcano or the stomach of a sick person and 
will then enable the observer, sitting at ease any dis- 
tance away, to observe what is voing on in those 
strange places. It sees as wel] in the darkness as iz 
the light. 

It is evident that ft will be particularly useful in 
investigating the ocean bed at great depths. We have 
only a very vague knowledge of the +reatures that 
live in those abysmal depths, and our ideag of the 
scenery there are purely imaginative. 

The fish that are brought up from a great depth 
burst to pieces on reaching the eurface, because they 
have been accustomec to exist under a tremendous 
pressure. There is little dowbt that there are. many 
monsters living there of which we have no conception. 

The mystery concerning the ocean depths gave the 
clever scientific romancer, H. G. Wells, materia) 
one of his most exciting stories. He imagined that a 
vast unfathomable gorge existing In the middle of the 
Atlantic Ocean was peopled by semi-human creatures. 
Man has evolved from fish ancestors. Why should not 
some other fish have evolved amid sheltered ang 
favorable surroundings into a higher type, while stil! 
remaining beneath the waters? 

Wells’s hero, a daring young scientist, believed there 
were such creatures and invented a machine with 
which to visit them. It was a globe, indestructible by 
the pressure of the water, which sank automatically 
to the bottom, and rose «gain at the will of the in.

invention. He says that it is an electric telescope, and 
consists of two sections or stations connected by elec 
tric wires. In the ordinary telescope there is but one 
active station the receiver, or great lens, which draws 
the object to be studied near by its power of mag- 
nification. In the electric telescope, which operates 
between any two points to which the sending end can 
be dispatched, the picture as seen at that transmitting 
end {s made visible at the receiving station. All that 
crosses the field of visior at ihe sending station must 
be transferred to the receiving station, and repro- 
duced there. In order to do this pictures are sent 
at the rate of not less than forty per second, and 
these are reproduced at the receiving end of the wire. 

The great problem before the inventor was to de 
vise apparatus which would get all of the pictures 
within the range of vision, and transfer them over the 
wires from the sending to the receiving station. In 
order to do this Professor Rosing placed at the send- 
ing station a device by which the sensitive screen was 
made to revolve over the entire field of vision in one 
second. He has succeeded, by dividing the whole pic- 
ture into reflected sections of light, which are trafs- 
formed into electricity and transmitted to the receiv- 


ing station. 
Upon arrival a specially designed apparatus ro- 


ceives the impulses, reverses the operation of the send- 
ing station, and reflects upon a screen, or upon the 


eye of the observer the e-act picture of whatever 
crossed the field of vision at the sending station. 

Everything depends upon the transmission of the 
oscillations of the lighted field of vision, with ali its 
variations, from the brightest lIight to the deepest 
shadow, and this must be done in a fraction of time, 
sometimes a millionth of a second. This difficulty has 
prevented the success of previous attempts. It is im. 
possible with simple mechanical aids like mirrors. It 
was necessary to secure some agent that would be af- 
fected at once by the variations in the luminous field 
and by electric currents. 

The Professor knew by experiment that besides or 
dinary light rays there are others, which, while possess- 
ing all the characteristics of luminous rays, are affected 
by oscillating motions uncer the influence of some 
external electric ‘or magnetic force. These are the 
Cathode rays, which are produced in a vacuum almost 
an quickly as light, and which, when projected upon the 
body, create an intensely bright light. This agent was 
employed at the receiving station The Cathode ray 
is easily influenced by the slightest oscillation of the 
electric current. 

When we add to the rotating mirrors at the sending 
station, which form the moving portion of the optic 
system in this apparatua, some small dynamos, and 
guide the currents at the receiving station by electro- 
magnets, placed near a Crookes tube (in which Ca- 
thode rays are generated), these currents make the 
Cathode rays oscillate in absolute correspondence with 
the movement of the optic axis at the sending station. 
The Cathode rays project themselves on the fluores- 
cent screen placed in the same Crookes tube. They 
cause a fluorescence at the point of incidence and 
trace a luminous zigzag line corresponding to that 
which the receiving eye makes in the fleld of vision 
which it follows. 

The rapidity of this movement causes the separate 
zigzags of this line to blur into a single luminous 
square in the eye. 

Now, in order to produce in this square some image 
corresponding to the field of vision, it is necessary 
that the Cathode rays shall only fall on the screen 
at the moment when the receiver meets a luminous 
point on the visual field. At other times the rays must 
be masked. 

The photoelectric apparatus at the transmitter ac- 
complishes this. The Cathode rays remain ordinarily 
hidden behind the diaphragm placed in its way, and 
it is only at the moment when the:light is thrown on 
the photo-electric apparatus tuat the electric current 
which eminates from it at the receiving point begins 
to exert its e‘Tect on the rays and forces them to pass 
ihrough the diaphragm and impress themselves on the 
screen.

hogany, $3,500,000; jewelry, $2,000,000; 
manufactures of gold and silver $2,000, 
000; and beads and ornaments, perfumer- 
les, cosmetics, shells, orchids, pipes and 
smokers’ articles, and musica! instruments 
in various sums, between $1,000,000 and 
$2,000,000 each. 

The principal sources from which these 
luxuries are drawn are, in the cage of 
manufactures, Europe; in the case of t> 
bacco, mahogany, and other articles of 
this class, the. tropical sections; while 
the twenty-five million dollars’ worth of 
furs and fur skins originate largely, of 
course, in the frigid or semi-frigid sections 
of the world.

BUILT UPON THE OLD SITE 


Claude C. Mason has written the fol- 
lowing communication to The Consti- 
tution favoring the erection of the 
mew courthouse upon the site of the 
eld one: 

Editor Constitution: I am glad to see 
that the county commissioners have 
@ecided to build a new courthouse 
upon the site of the old courthouse. I 
am glad also to notice that the pres- 
ent proposition is.to build a courthouse 
not to cost less than $500,000, and 
which will answer the needs of the 
county for years to come. No im- 
provement is more needed than this. 

I notice Mr. E. P. Ansley’s card, in 

which he suggests that the commis- 
Bioners consider the question of get- 
ting 2 new site fS8r the courthouse, 
and he suggesie that ‘a block some- 
where in the neighborhood of the new 
postoffice be selected. 
2 have nothing to ‘say against ‘the 
property in this Forsyth street neigh- 
borhood, Dut it.seems to me it has 
been pushed and boomed enough, and 
that that particular locality ought not 
to ask for any more public buildings 
than it already has, which are the new 
postoffice and the city hall. 

I -do not wish. to array. the. south 
side of the city and county against the 
morth side, but there are considerably 
more people living on the south side 
of the railroad than on the north side. 
With the postoffice and the city hall 
Doth on the north side, it looks to me 
as if it would only be fair for the 


courthouse to remain on the sough side., 


As a simple business proposition, no 
site is better for the courthouse than 
the present one. It is close in town, 
@nd it would take an enormous sum of 
‘gmoney to buy a new site. The county 
now has at this old site a mest con- 
venient and central location. There is 
plenty of ground, and at no reasonable 
price could a new site, equally as cen- 
tral, be found. 

The county commissioners have been 
wise in deciding to retain the old lo- 
cation. If the question of selecting a 
new site gets agitated, every man with 
property to sell, and every section of 
the city, will enter into an unseemly 


scramble to unload his property onto. 


the county at fancy prices. There is 
no legitimate room to criticise the 
commissioners for retaining the old 
site. The property is ample iin size, 
the property is close to the capitol, 
as the courthouse should be, and the 
property is near to the jail, as the 
courthouse should be. It would cost 
as much as the new courthouse to buy 
@ new site. ' 

There is no trouble ‘about getting 4 
good foundation at the present site. 
It is all a bugaboo about the) ground 
being damp at this place. The At- 
lanta National Bank building was built 
upon ground much more difficult to 
get a foundation upon than this, as 
was also the Fourth National bank 
building site, where a 17-story build- 
ing now stands. 

Let’s get to work and build a new 
courthouse at the old place and avold 
the trouble and inconvenience of try- 
ing to select a new site. 

Every business man in Atlanta 
knows that the proper thing to do is 
to rebuild at the old site, where the 
county already owns the propery, and 
above all the community should avoid 
scrapping over the question of locat- 
ing the courthouse at this place or 
that place, and paying an enormous 
price for some property, when it al- 
ready has an ideal place for the court- 
house now, where the people are ac- 
customed to going. 

Mr. Ansley deserves great credit for 
pooming his Forsyth street section, 
but it is not the only section of the 
city, and other portions ofthe city must’ 
be allowed to grow and prosper and 
retain some portion of the public build- 
ings.

A gréat oratorio, in which the lead- 
ing musicians of the city will take 
part, is announced to take place in 
the spring. The movement is backed 
by the City Federation of Women’s 
Clubs, there being fifty organizations 
in the federation. 

At the call of Dr. Percy J. Starnes, 

city organist, an inspirational meet- 
ing of musicians was held Friday 
afternoon at the Auditorium, the pur- 
pose to discuss the feasibility of a 
great oratorio festival in the late 
spring, and the ways and means to- 
Ward such an achievement. 
’ A number of Atlanta's most promi- 
ment musicians, including directors of 
schools, teachers and orchestra players, 
were present, and in enthusiastic 
speeches applauded Dr. Starnes’ sug- 
gestion. 

They even went so far as to Say 
that such is the desire of loca] musi- 
cians for oratorio advantage in At- 
lanta, that only the announcement is 
needeq of such an undertaking to 
bring singers and musicians as vol- 
unteer workers toward the success of 
the movement. 

Club Women’s Movement. 

The call for the meeting had been 
issued by Dr. Starnes, his immediate 
purpose being especially to bring the 
city’s choir directors together. 

‘In this call he was supported by the 
City Federation of Women’s Clubs, 
who, tn their various civic activities, 
are zealous for the educational ad- 
Vancement of Atlanta along musical as 
well as every other practical line. 

Other Cities Do Similar Work. 

So desirous are they, indeed, that At- 
Janta should begin to measure up in a 
musical way with other cities of the 
country the same size, or even smaller, 
that they announced at the meeting, 
through their tireless president, Mrs. 
W. Woods White, their willingness to

He stated his belief in 
the sufficiency of voice, musicianship 
and popular approval in Atlanta to 
make oratorio a success, and he de- 
clared with other musicians present 
that if “The Messiah” had been pre- 
sented even at Christmas time in the 
Auditorium there would have been an 
audience big enough to pay for any 
other musical undertaking.
